QUEBEC, Aug. 21 (AP).—Henry 
L. Stimson, American Secretary of 
War, will arrive at the Quebec 
militar; conference tomorrow and 
it is expected that T. V. Soong, 
Chinese Foreign Minister, who is 
in Washington, also will come to 
Quebec. 

Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early said Stimson, who recently 
has visited the European war 
theater, would arrive by plane 
some time tomorrow. 

Soong’s visit, which would: high- 
light the phases of-the delibera- 
tion here which concern the war 


in the Pacific, is not definite but 
is expected, Early said. He told 
reporters he thought no other for- 
eign observers would show up be- 
fore the conference ends Tuesday. 

The reason for Stimson’s belated 
arrival at the war council] here was 
not disclosed. Nor was there any 
clew as to why Soong might come 


up from Washington. President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill repeatedly have ac- 


cented, however, the necessity for 
expanding aid to China, 

It was learned today that Maj. 
Gen. William J. Donovan, chief of 
the American Office of Strategic 
Services, also is present at the war 
deliberations. He has just returned 
from Sicily. 

F. D. R.-King Announcement. 

Earlier in the day, Roosevelt and 
Canadian Prime Minister W. L. 
Mackenzie King joint, acclaimed 
the American-Canadian recapture 
of Kisko Island, announced today, 
as a victory which “frees the last 
vestige of North American terri- 
tory of Japanese forces.” 

Announcement that the battle 
for the Aleutians bastion had been 
won occasioned the greatest sur- 
prise in this Allied war capital. 
For the time being it dominated 
the secene heretofore characterized 
by planning on a global scale for 
battles yet to come. 

The official announcements, here 
and in Washington and Ottawa, 
made it apparent that a terrific 
fight had been expected.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Decla- 
ration that there is a strong possi- 
bility defective wing-strut fittings 
of the type used on the glider in- 
volved in the disastrous crash at 
St. Louis Aug. 1 are in Army Serv- 
ice or in stock are contained in a 
report on the crash by the Mate- 


tial Command of the Army Air 
Forces, the Post-Dispatch — 
today. 

The report contains also a — 
mendation that all such parts be 
inspected on every CG-4A glider, 
the type in which Mayor William 
Dee Becker and nine others were 
killed at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Gliders of the this type were 
used in Sicily and other war 
theaters, one manufacturer told a 
reporter. He said it would not be 
difficult to make an inspection of 
the fittings on these. gliders and 
that he assumed it had been or 
would be done. About 100 such 
gliders, assembled by the Robert- 
son Aircraft Corporation, ‘whith 
built the glider that failed, and the. 
Laister-Kauffmann Co, have “ak 
ready been grounded. 

Agree on Crash Cause. 

The Materiel Command findings 
and those of the Army Air Forces’ 
Board of Inquiry are in agreement 
that the accident was caused by a 
defective wing-strut ‘itting, ma- 
chined to less than one-sixteenth 
of an inch ‘in thickness, whereas 
specifications called for six-six- 
teenths. 

A third War Department report 
was made by the Air Inspectors’ 
Office, and while the Post-Dis- 
pa did not have access to this 
repo it was learned authorita- 
tively\that its findings are substan- 
tially e same as those of the 
Materiel Command and the Army 
Air Forces’ board report. 

The \Materiel, Command report 
specifically names the Gardner 
Metal Broducts Co., 1821 Chouteau 
avenue, \St. Louis, and the John 
E. Vollmer Co., Inc., 216 West 
Lockwood avenue, Webster Groves, 
Mo., as the subcontractors manvu- 
facturing the type of wing-strut 
fitting used in the glider which 
crashed at St. Louis. 

The Gardner company is a war- 
time branch of the St. Louis 
Casket Co., coffin manufacturers. 
Before the war the Vellmer con- 
cern was a retail sales agency for 
automobiles,

“No Japanese were found.” With 
those words the Navy told today 
of seizure on Aug. 15 of the once- 
strong enemy air and submarine 
base in the Aleutian Islands. 

Two weeks of the heaviest bomb- 
ings yet carried out against the 
Japanese preceded the landings, 
the Navy disclosed in lifting the 
silence that has cloaked North 
Pacific actions for three weeks, 
It explained this silence was 
prompted by a belief the Japanese 
radio equipment had been smashed 
and the Navy wished to supply 
Tokyo with no news. 

106 Attacks By Planes. 

In 14 days—Aug. 1 to 14—heavy 
and light bombers, dive bombers, 
fighter planes, cannon-carrying 
planes roared down on Kiska 106 
times. They dumped tons and tons 
of bombs on the enemy positions, 
knocking out gun emplacements, 
tearing up the Japanese airfield, 
blowing up or setting afire build- 
ings and supplies,

Standley Finds New Stalingrad 


Rising on Ruins ‘at Full Speed’ 


MOSCOW, Aug. 21 (AP).—Adm. 
William H, Standley, United States 
Ambassador to Russia, said today 
after an inspection of Stalingrad 
that the reconstruction of the city 
was “going ahead at full speed.” | 

The Ambassador, who spent yes- 
terday at the scene of the greatest 
battle of 1942, told correspondents 
that some parts of a tractor fac- 
tory already were working, that 
the railroad was running and that 
the Russians planned to rebuild 
the city completely. 

A population of 200,000, living in 
tents and temporary structures, is 
engaged in the work, 

Adm, Standley said he saw the 
wreckage of “literally thousands” 
of German planes, which the Rus- 
sians estimated numbered 4000. 

“I can now believe almost any 
of their claims,” he said. 

He also saw about 1000 wrecked 
tanks and said the Russians were

About 100 such 
gliders, assembled by the : Robert- 
son Aircraft Corporation, which 
built the glider that failed, and the 
Laister-Kauffmann Co., both of

106 Attacks By Planes. 

In 14 days—Aug.. 1 to 14—heavy 
and light bombers, dive bombers, 
fighter planes, cannon-carrying 
planes roared down on Kiska 106 
times. They dumped tons and tons 
of bombs on the enemy positions, 
knocking out gun emplacements, 
tearing up the Japanese airfield, 
blowing up or setting afire build- 
ings and supplies.

“It was expensive to fire so 
many rounds of ammunition and 
to drop such a large number of 
bombs and to keep up our constant 
patrols but we saved thousands of 
American lives,” he declared, 

The Kiska battle, Admiral Kin- 
kaid declared, actually was fought 
on Attu. 

“By the recapture of Attu, we 
obtained the meang of preventing 
supplies from reaching Kiska. Is- 
land and the means of bombing 
Kiska by the Eleventh Air Foroe 
from bases to ‘the westward, 
thereby insuring the fall of Kiska 
itself,” he explained. 

“That we couldn't kill 
Japs,” Adm. Kinkaid added, “was 
disappointing to everyone. How- 
ever, had the Japs chosen to stay 
and fight from their entrenched 
strongholds and foxholes, our cas- 
ualties would have been heavy.” 

Army estimates of potential 
casualties in taking Kiska by 
force ran to 7000 wounded and 
killed. 

Adm. Kinkaid said the bloodless 
victory of Kiska changed the 
whole Pacific picture. 

“The Northern route — the 
shortest route to Japan—is now 
cleared and from Attu we are 
only 6380 miles from Paramushiro, 
Japan's northernmost naval air 
and army base,” he declared, 

Adm, Kinkaid said the Japanese 
infestation of the Rat and near 
island bases last June served the 
United States well. 

“It made us aware of our dan- 
ger and as a result we rushed to 
completion a chain of air and sea 
bases to defend our western ap- 
proaches,” he continued. “Now, 
when the time comes we will be 
ready to use them for a gigantic 
offensive which will break Japan's 
back.” 

Kiska campaign, the Ad- 
miral added, was not without 
drawing Japanese blood. 

Bombs Killed Many Japs, 

“A goodly number of the esti- 
mated 8500 Kiska Japs were 
killed—how many is difficult to 
estimate—by the relentless pound- 
ing of the Eleventh Air Force 
under the command of Maj. Gen. 
Willlam O, Butler and by our 
heavy surface bombardments. 

“More than 5,500,000 pounds of 
bombs were dropped on Kiska 
since last August. Two of the 
Navy’s bombardments were the 
heaviest in Pacific naval warfare. 
We have sunk many of their ships 
and submarines in this Aleutian 
theater.” 

An official estimate has placed 
the number of ships sunk at more 
than 20 and the number of sub- 
marines at more than eight, and 
there were many “possible sink- 
ings.” Admiral Kinkaid cited one 
ef these possibilities; 

“An: Army bomber was credited 
with a possible sinking off Holtz 
Bay, Attu. Subsequently I have 
learned from unimpeachable 
sources that that vessel was sunk 
and that only 10 of some 1309 Jap- 
anese soldiers escaped from that 
vessel. Men do not live long in 
Aleutian waters. There were many 
more of such possible sinkings.”

“It is not known how the Japa- 
nese got away, but it is possible 
that enemy surface ships were able 
to reach Kiska under cover of the 
sar fogs that have been preval- 
ent,” 

Regardless of the method of 
escape, all of the enemy had dis- 
appeared when American and 
Canadian troops leaped into the 
icy surf and charged onto the 
rocky beaches in the first reported 
joint action by American and 
Canadian ground forces in the 
Aleutians. Canadian bomber and 
fighter planes have helped in the 
aerial assaults. 


Destination Unknown, 


Where the Japanese might have 
fled is a mystery. However, it is 
possible that surface units slip- 
ping through the fog to carry out 
the evacuation might have crept 
back to bases in the northern Ku- 
riles, possibly at Paramushiro, en- 
emy naval base which already has 
been bombed three times by 
American forces reaching ever 
closer to the enemy’s homeland. 

The lack of opposition on Kiska 
—despite the heavy air and sea 
bombardments—was in a way a 
surprise. Never before in this war 
have the Japanese withdrawn 
from a base without waging a 
suicidal fight. On neighboring 
Attu, defeated Japanese troops 
armed even with bayonets tied on 
sticks raided American camps in 
a final futile battle last May. Then 
survivors hugged grenades to their 
chests and died on the island they 
had sought vainly to retain. ‘ The 
difference at Kiska could repre- 
sent a change in enemy policy, 


More than a year of attacks— 
attacks that now can be turned 
westward toward enemy bases 
closer to Tokyo—were carried out 
in the Aleutians campaign which 
began in June, 1942, with the abor- 
tive attempt of the Japanese to 
capture Dutch Harbor. Defeated 
in that effort they. established '| 
bases on Attu, Kiska and Agattu. 
Subsequently they abandoned Ag- 
attu in favor of concéntrating 
their strength on Attu, whence 
they were driven three months 
ago, and on larger Kiska, 

Aerial assaults on those bases 
were coupled with a blockade 


which prevented movement of sup- 
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plies or reinforcements for the 
enemy garrisons. 

Capture of Kiska and the elimin- 
ation of the Japanese in the 
Aleutians opens the way now for 
renewed assaults on Paramushiro, 
at the northern end of the Kurile 
Island chain of which Japan itself 
is a part, as well as other bases, 
It means also that a new and 
important submarine and naval 
base can be established, for Kiska, 
a former coaling station of the 
United States Navy, has a good 
harbor in which large surface ves- 
sels could safely be serviced while 
battling the Japanese in the North- 
ern Pacific waters. It means the 
Japanese have lost a good Pacific 
observation post. 

The capture closes the last gap 
in the northern route to the 
Kuriles. Distances there are im- 
portant. Kiska is only about 1800 
miles from Tokyo itself. Attu is 
172 miles closer. With those two | 
bases for plane and surface craft’ 
a long step has been taken in the 
ultimate assault upon the Japa- 
nese homeland. 

Possible Allied Strategy. 

The beginning of that drive 
might take the form of heavier 
assaults ‘upon Paramushiro 630 
miles to the west, possibly knock- 
ing out that base and giving Allied 
forces a point from which they 
could move down the island chain 
if deemed strategically advisable, 
to Japan and Tokyo some 1000 
miles southward. 

Also it could mean that forces 
under Vice Admiral Thomas OC. 
Kinkaid, commander of the North 
Pacific fleet, could keep the Japa- 
nese occupied, forcing them to put 
greater strength in that area while 
to the south a drive toward Japan 
is made under direction of Admiral 
Chester-W. Nimitz, commander in 
chief of the Pacific fleet, 

In a supplementary communique, 
the Navy explained the many at- 
tacks on the island which immedi- 
ately preceded the landing and had 
not been disclosed because of the 
need for silence to keep informa- 
tion from the enemy. 

Kinkaid’s Third Victory. 
The Aleutians campaign com- 
pleted with the unopposed landing 
on Kiska Island was the third 
heavy punch at the Japanese en- 
gineered by Admiral Kinkaid. 

The 55-year-old Admiral holds 
decorations for his part in both 
the battle of the Coral Sea May 
4-8, 1942, and the battle of the 
Solomon Islands Aug. 24, 1942. He 
now is commander of Naval forces 
in the North Pacific, in command 
of joint military operations in that 
area, 

His citation for the Disting- 
ulshed Service Medal given him

Short Whisky-Making Period 
Indicated Under WPA Plan 


War Supply of Alcohol Now Such That Dis- 
tilleries May Be Given Chance to 
Replenish Domestic Supply. 


The chemical division of the War 
Production Board was disclosed 
tonight to have laid before WPB 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson a 
“whisky recess” plan under which 
distillers could go back to liquor 
making for at least a brief time. 

This was reported by an official 
who said it probably would be 
taken up with the War Food Ad- 
ministration to determine whether 
the nation’s grain supplies are suf- 
ficient for a period of whisky- 
making, possibly this fall. 

No legal whisky has been made 
in this country since October, 1942, 
when distilleries converted to mak- 
ing industrial alcohol for the Gov- 
ernment and war industries. 
Heavy consumption has caused 
stocks to dwindle. 

Factors pointing to a period of 
whisky making included: 

1. Improved shipping conditions 
soon may allow a mounting sup- 
ply of blackstrap molasses to move 
from the West Indies to this coun- 
try. Molasses was the principal 
prewar material in industrial alco- 
hol making and if shipments bear 
up, some eastern distilleries may 
start using it instead of grain in 
their alcohol stills. 

2. There was no official com- 
ment from the WFA, but informed 
sources said there were indications 
the agency might agree to a period 
of whisky-making. Wheat, rye, and 
corn crops—essentials to whisky—

3. The present production of in- 
dustrial alcohol is “comfortably 
ample,” a WPB official said, al- 
though future needs will be af- 
fected by the expanding synthetic 
rubber program. 


4. The nation’s warehouse stock 
of whisky was 424 million gallons 
last July 4, a sharp drop from a 
year ago, while withdrawals— 
whisky sold to dealers—were 88 
million gallons in the 1942-43 
fiscal. year, almost four million 
more than in the previous year. 


How much whisky-making time 
is being considered for the distil- 
leries was not disclosed, but on 
the basis of industry figures ap- 
parently five days of actual whisky 
production a month could keep up 
stocks, at makes no allowance 
for the time which would be 
needed to clean stills and convert 
them to liquor runs. 

There was some talk that, in- 
stead of a furolugh to produce 
liquor, distilleries might be given 
a percentage of their own indus- 
trial alcohol production to be used 
in making blended whiskies of 
their present stock, thus stretch- 
ing it over‘a longer period. Prin- 
cipal objection to that probably 
would come from big distilleries 
which devote their normal produc. 
tion almost entirely to making 
bottled-in-bond whiskies. Blending 
wouldn’t help them, since they can 
use only straight whisky.

DR. F. J. TAUSSIG 


IN THEIR LUGGAGE 


OF WASHINGTON U. 
DIES INEAST AT 70 


Noted Gynecologist Suc- 
cumbs to Pneumonia 
When on Vacation at 


Bar Harbor, Me. 


Dr. Frederick J. Taussig, mem- 
ber of the Washington University 
Medical School faculty and one of 
the country’s foremost gynecolo- 
gists, died yesterday in a hospital 
at Bar Harbor, Me. He was 70 
years old. 

He underwent an operation at 
Jewish Hospital last month, and 
was sufficiently recovered to de 
part for Maine with Mrs. Taussig 
for a vacation a week ago. Death 
was due to pneumonia, members 
of the family here were informed. 

Dr. Taussig was born in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y¥. After obtaining his 
Bachelor of Arts degree at Har- 
vard University in 1893, he en- 
rolled in the Washington Univer- 
sity Medical School, and was grad- 
uated in 1898. He served as in- 
terne and assistant superintendent 
at St. Louis Female Hospital, and 
then went to Vienna to continue 
his studies. He had practiced here 
since 1902, 

He had been clinical professor 
of gynecology and professor of 
clinical obstetricg at Washington 
University since 1911, was chairman 
of the medical board executive 
committee of Barnard Free Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, and had 
served as a member of the State 
Cancer Commission. In 1932-33 he 
was president of the Central Asso- 
ciation of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists. 

Dr. Taussig was the author of 
two textbooks and a contributor to 
other texts on surgery, obstetrics 
and gynecology, pediatrics and 
cancer. 

He resided at 50 Westmoreland 
place. He is survived by his wife; 
one daughter, Mrs. Benoist Tomp- 
kins; one son, Frederick Taussig 
Jr., a Coast Guardsman stationed 
at Cleveland; two grandchildren, 
and a brother, Dn Albert Taussig. 

The body -will be returned to 
St. Louis. It was Dr. Taussig’s 
wish that no funeral service be 
held for him.

In enumerating the losses in- 
flicted on the Germans since they 
launched their short-lived summer 
offensive, the Moscow special com- 
munique said 25,600 prisoners had 

een taken in the six weeks of 
gruelling fighting that has resulted 
in Russian recapture of Orel, Bel- 
gorod, Karachev and other strong- 
holds leading to the now threat- 
ned bastions of Kharkov and Bry- 
ansk, 

Bled not only of men, the Ger- 
mans staggered under materiel 
losses at a time when their home- 
land factories are being bombed 
to rubble by American and British 
airmen based in Britain, 

The Soviet communique said the 
Red Army since July 5 had cap- 


tured 875 tanks, 1274 guns, 3429 
machine guns and 4230 trucks, In 
addition, the Russians destroyed 
4600 Axis planes, 6400 tanks, 3800 
guns and more than 20,000 trucks 
in vicious battles flaming along a 
500-mile front. 
German Claimé, 

The fighting on the Russian 
‘front has been called by the Ger- 
mans “the battle of attrition” and 
they claimed Friday in a DNB dis- 
patch broadcast by Berlin that the 
Russians had lost 1,250,000 men, 
12,509 tanks and 500 cannon. 

On all fronts Saturday 129 Ger- 
man tanks were wrecked and mad 
planes downed, it said. 

In the Kharkov area 
Army pushed on from captured 
Lebedin, 100 miles northwest of the 
Ukraine steel center, crossed nu- 
merous rivers and fought heavy 
battles among well-prepared Ger- 
man fortifications, the Soviet Army 
newspaper, Red Star, said.. 

Drive Deep in Ukraine.

Lebedin is midway between Sumy 
and Akhtyrka -and only about 70 
miles from Konotop, a key com- 
munications center on the railway 
to Kiev.

He long has been the most promi- 
nent Soviet advocate of collective 
security and closé relations with 
Britain and the United States. He 
was People’s Commissar for For- 
eign Affairs for 10 years until he 
resigned just before Europe went 
to war. | 

He had been in the midst of ne- 
gotiations with Britain and France 
for a general mutual assistance 
pact when he was replaced by 
Vyacheslav Molotov. The mystery 
of that move was solved when the 
Kremlin reversed its entire policy 
and signed a non-aggression pact 


with Germany in August, 1939. The 
German-British-French conflict 
began the following month, and 
Litvinoff retired to virtual seclu- 
sion. 

When Germany violated its Rus- 
sian non-aggression pact and in- 
vaded that country in June, 1941, 
Litvinoff came back strong in the 
political structure of his country. 
Britain and the United States 
promptly extended material aid to 
Russia, and Britain later signed 
an alliance with the Soviets. 

Second Front Delicate Issue, 


The so-called second front issue} 


has been a delicate political point 
between Russia and its Western 
allies, Premier Stalin and other 
Russian officials expressed pleas- 
ure at the Allied invasion of North 
Africa last November. But even 
that military victory and. the re- 
cently-concluded Sicilian triumph 
have not satisfied the Russians, to 
judge by the press comment of 
Moscow newspapers. 

The Soviet army newspaper Red 
Star only last Wednesday defined 
the much-sought second front as 
an Allied invasion of Western 
Europe that would force the Ger- 
mans to detach from 50 to 60 di- 
Russian front. 
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Red Star estimated the German 
strength in Russia at 211 divisions. 

“In connection with the Quebec 
conference the Anglo-American 
press is discussing widely the ques- 
tion of the form of aid to be given 
the Red Army by the Allies,” Red 
Star said. “The Soviet point of 
view in this connection is well 
known, The Soviet press repeatedly 
has pointed out already that by a 
second front we understand an 
operation by our allies in the Weat 
which would draw from 50 to 60 
divisions. from the Soviet-German 
front.” 

On Aug. 13 Moscow, in explain- 
ing why it was not represented at 
Quebec, said, “Because of the na- 
ture of the conference the partici- 
pation of any one *epresentative 
of the Soviet Government at the 
meeting in Quebec was not and is 
not envisaged.” 


Litvinoff One of Earliest Russian 
Revolutionists. 

Litvinoff, who as Soviet Commis- 
sar for Foreign Affairs negotiated 
the treaty of American recognition 
of the Soviet Union in 1933, was 
one of the earliest of the Russian 
revolutionists. 

Gromyko has been Charge d’Af- 
faireS and has handled the Rus- 
sian Embassy’s affairs since Lit- 
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vinoff returned to Russia in May. 

Litvinoff was named Russia's 
Foreign Minister in 1928 after 10 
years in diplomatic posts, but fell 
out of favor because of his opposi- 
tion to collaboration with Nazi 
Germany, 

As Foreign Affairs Commissar, 
Litvinoff advocated co-operation 
with the democracies and his voice 
was often raised against aggres- 
sors. He pleaded for collective ac- 
tion and frequently denounced the 
great powers for permitting the 
Japanese aggression in the Far 
East, Mussolini's drive against 
Ethiopia and the policy of Hitler’s 
Germany. 

Litvinoff joined the revolution- 
aries in Russia as a youth and 
spent years “riting and plotting 
for the overthrow of Czarism. 
When the revolution came on Oct. 
25, 1917, he was in exile in London. 
The very next day he was named 


the first Soviet ambassador to 
Great Britain but the British Gov- 
ernment would not receive him, 
and he returned to Moscow ‘to 
start his career in foreign affairs. 
He received appointment as am- 
bassador to the United States a 
short time later, but a visa for the 
trip was refused, by the American 
State Department. 

His efforts to gain American 


recognition of the Soviet did not; 


bear fruit until 15 years later 
when, at President Roosevelt’s. in- 
vitation, he went to Washington to 
negotiate the treaty of recognition.

MESSINA, Sicily, Aug. 18 (De- 
layed).—German guns on the Ital- 
ian mainland continued harassing 
fire on the roads leading to Mes- 
sina today, preventing the arrival 
of badly needed medical supplies 
for bomb-shocked civilians. - 

So in the long tunnel end of the 
Via Protorolia, the siege claimed 
three more victims. A 7-month- 
old baby starved, two old people 
died of dysentery. Their bodies 
lay somewhere in the Diack re 
cesses, jostled by the ‘crawling 
mass of the living. Not one of the 
survivors, estimajed at 5000, had 
the energy or will to drag the 
corpses out into the sun and to the 
cemetery up the hill. They were 
unmourned. 

People living in a black hole. fo 
months are not likely to waste pity 
on the dead. 

The sole concern of Dr. Salva- 
tore Polito, a small, excitable 
specialist in tuberculosis, was with 
the living. Dr. Polito studied at 
Rome, Genoe and Berlin. before 
opening a clinic at Messina. ., 

Last spring when the Allied air 
forces began the reduction of Mes- 
sina, the Fascist commissioner of 
public health placed Dr, Polito in 
sole charge of the tunnel. There 
were times when the doctor found

Death Average Low.

The doctor used the last of the 
morphine on an Italian soldier who 
crawled into the tunnel a week 
ago with his right leg shattered by 
bomb fragments, While volunteers 
held the patient, Dr. Polito ampu- 
tated just below the knee. The 
soldier lived. 

Children were afflicted with mal- 
nutrition and scabies and looked 
almost as dirty as Arabs. Their 
parents quarreled and fought over 
scraps of food pillaged from stores. 
To keep alive it was necessary ‘to 
steal and loot. 

It may seem strange that 5000 
persons should: choose to live ip a 
pestilential hole rather than take 
chances against death by bombing. 
A tour of Messina shows why. 

This correspondent walked two 
hours in the heart of Messina and 
found fewer than a score of build- 
ings unscathed and none habitable. 
From end to. end, the Via Garibaldi 
was a wide lane of rubble between 
walls of blackened stone. Mostly 
the damage was caused by high 
explosive bombs, but heaps of 
burned timbers below the railroad 
station showed where incendiaries 
had taken their toll. 

Cathedral a Shell. 

Only a gaunt shell remajned of 
Messina’s cathedral. The clock 
tower with its gilt figures of time 
and death seem intact but the 
sculptured facade had been riddled 
by fragments. 

One saint lost a nose and an- 
other an arm. Like stone lepers 
they stared impassively over piles 
of wreckage in the Piazza del 
Duomo. 

In the Municipio, Italian soldiers 
had converted marble lobbies into 
barracks littered with hay and 
filthy mattresses. Every room had 
been stripped of furniture; even 
chandeliers had been wrenched 
from the ceilings and carried off 
by looters. 

Pillaging Sicilians somehow over- 
looked the Royal University, an 
unpretentious cluster of yellow 
stone buildings opposite the Palace 
of Justice. Rugs and chairs were 
neatly piled at one end of the au- 
ditorium and, except for a shower 
of plaster, the rector’s office down 
the hall seemed ready for the next 
board meeting. ' 

Rector a Good Fascist, 

The rector had been a_ good 
Fascist. The bookshelves lining 
the wall were filled with approved 
Axis literature.

The new type B and C gasoline 
coupons which replace those expir- 
ing Sept. 1, will be issued by ration 
boards in eastern Missouri begin- 
ning tomorrow.

CALCUTTA, Aug. 21 (AP).—In

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(kdward Kennedy, hsventatod ieee —— in Italy during 
the days when Mussolini was building up his control of the country, 
and since then chief of Associated Press operations in Africa and the 
Middle Hast, thinks Amerigo Dumini, who was born in St. Louis, may 
be the man to put the final “finger” on Mussolini. Following is his 
story of the strange figure in Italian history, twice thought dead, now 
back in the news because of hia arrest by the new Italian government.)

NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (AP).—Reports from Switzerland of the 
arrest of Amerigo Dumini add a mysterious new chapter to the 
strange life story of that distinguished assassin, blackmailer, brag- 
gart, pal of Mussolini and hail-fellow-well-met. 
I had the pleasure of meeting Signor Duminj, the killer of 
Giacomo Matteoti, anti-Fascist leAder, when I entered Derna in 
Cyrenaica with the British Army in the Wavell offensive early in 
1941. At least the man I met said he was Dumini, gave me his 
calling card, and. answered Dumini's description perfectly. I be 
lieve he was Dumini. 

Some months later an Australian 
sergeant told me he had’ shot this 
man dead ag he attempted to es- 
cape. There were two witnesses to 
the shooting and an official Brit- 
ish Army record was made of it. 

The reports from Switzerland 
are said to be reliable and give 
full details of the arrest, They have 
been published in the Milan news- 
paper OCorriere Della Sera, which 
ought to know what it is talking 
about in this case. 

If the man under arrest in 
Northern Italy is really Dumini, it 
would not he the first time he has 
come back to life. Dumini was of- 
ficially reported to have died in 
jail in 1927 while serving a term 
for insulting hia one-time employ- 
er, Benito Mussolini, 

Born in St. Louis. 

Dumini was born in St. Louis, 
Mo.,.of an Italian father and Eng- 
lish mother. His father returned 
to Italy, taking the boy Amerigo 
with him. 

Amerigo became a gangster and 
as such was engaged by the Fas- 
cists in the days when they were 
attaining power by killings, slug- 
gings and castor oil. 

In 1924, when Mussolini had be- 
come Premier but had not yet 
‘suppressed all political opposition, 
his main opponent was Giacomo 
Matteoti, whose brilliant and scorn- 
ful attacks in the Chamber of 
Deputies were a serioug peril to 
the Fascists. 

One day Matteoti disappeared. 
Hie cody was found in one place, 
his head in another.

1,135,000 Axis Losses in African-

LONDON, Aug. 21 (AP).—Axis 
losses of 160,000 men in Sicily 
brought the grand total of enemy

He volunteered, however, to take 
the papers to Dumini when and if 
he fallg into Allied hands, and sug- 
gested that the Government might 
get them by taking proper legal 
Arnold said the papers 
have been kept in a safety deposit 
box in a San Antonio bank for 10 
years, and that the only time they | 
have been taken out was a year 
ago when the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation examined them un- 
der power of a subpena. 

Arnold said the papers were 
written in Italian and filled a box 
deep. With 
them are photographs of Mussolini 
in hig younger days, Dumini, and 
photographs of a mutilated body, 
presumably that of Matteoti. 
Arnold said he believed the pa- 
pers were sent to America for cus- 
tedy by Dumini, who was in die 
favor with the Fascists, so that he 
could hold them over the head of 
Mussolini to protect his own life.

No War ‘Vacation for Fish 


and Game?’ 

PORTSMEN who have been ex- 
§ pecting Missouri’s wild game 

and fish populations to be 
greatly enhanced by war condi- 
tions, are cautioned to guard 
against too great optimism, by 
State Conservation Director I. T. 


e. 

Writing in the “Missouri Conser- 
vationist,” a magazine published 
by the Conservation Commission, 
Bode points out that increases in 
wildlife populations are limited by 
the “carrying capacity” of lands 
and waters involved. Game popu- 
lations cannot increase beyond the 
feed and cover possibilities of any 
given area. 

However, most sportsmen feel 

that war conditions are sure to 
mean a “vacation” for wildlife 
from the normal sporting “kill” 
and therefore game will multiply. 
_ Bode is not sure that such a va- 
cation will result. He said travel 
restrictions, ammunition shortages 
and absence of hunters and fisher- 
men from the State naturally 
should tend to reduce the wildlife 
take. 

On the other hand, he contended, 
there are factors such as the meat 
shortage, influx of large numbers 
of defense workers in _ certain 
areas, and increased hunting and 
fishing by service men in the vi- 
cinity of cantonments that may re- 
sult in a higher take than normal. 
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Same Pheasant Season. 


HE same open season as in 
T 192 for pheasants in Missouri 

will prevail this year—from Nov. 
10 to Dec, 31—the Conservation 
Commission has announced, follow- 
ing its recent meeting. 

A minor change makes it pos- 
sible for the hunter to obtain the 
special pheasant hunting permit, 
from the local wildlife conserva- 
tion agent without making appli- 
cation to Jefferson City. A re- 
quirement for securing the pheas- 
ant permit is written permission 
of the farmer or owner of the land 
where the hunting is to be done. 

A recent attempt by the com- 
mission to obtain expressions of 
public opinion in regard to pheas- 
ant regulations brought little re- 
sponse—reflecting the relatively 
minor importance of this exotic 
bird as a game species in this 
State. Generally unadapted to Mis- 
souri conditions, the pheasant may 
be found in worthwhile numbers 
only in a few, limited bottomland 
areas along the Missouri River. It 
has shown no ability to extend its 
range. :

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 21.—A seri- 
ous threat to war production in the 
Missouri-Kansas-Oklahoma area 
can only be averted by tapping as 
quickly as possible the vast kngwn 
but undevetoped Hugoton field 
reserves which will assure an ade- 
quate supply for at least another 
quarter of a century. 

That is the situation as pictured 
for the Federal Pow:r Commission 
by the Cities Services Companies, 
which are seeking the commission's 
approval of a 231-mile line of 26- 
inch pipe into the Hugoton field. 

Its customers in the three states 
face a shortage of 120 cubic feet a 
day in 1944 and a “critical curtail- 
ment of war industries,” unless the 
line is built, company witnesses 
testified at the hearing on the ap- 
plication here before Edward B. 
Marsh, FPC examiner. 

After listening to company wit- 
nesses on the necessity for the con- 
struction of the line the hearing 
today was recessed until Monday 
morning when the attorney for the 
commission will cross-examine 
company officials. 

Say Reserves Nearly Depleted. 

The currently connected gas re- 
serves in Kansas and Oklahoma 
are nearly depleted, it was testi- 
fied. The company expects to 
withdraw 117% billion cubic feet 
this year for its customers in 
Northern Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Western Missouri. Ross M. Stuntz, 
Bartlesville (Ok.) Cities Service 
engineer, estimated that in 1944, 
without the Hugoton line, only

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DR. PHELPS’ FUNERAL 
TO BE IN YALE GHAPEL 


Burial Will Be in Historic 
Grove Street Cemetery— 
Eulogies Pour In. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 21 
(AP).—Dr. William- Lyon Phelps, 
Yale's “Billy” Phelps, distinguished 


and intimate of the great in all 
fields of é\deavor, died today, two 
months after suffering a stroke. 
He was 78 years old. 

Yale’s perennial “most popular” 
member of the faculty, from which 
he retired 10 years ago, rallied 
sufficiently early last month to be 
removed from the hospital to his 


home, He never regained his pow- 
er of speech, however, Immediate 
cause of death was terminal pneu- 
monia. 

Funeral services will be held 
Monday afternoon in Battell Chap- 
el here, with the Rev. Sidney Lo- 
vett, chaplain of Yale, officiating. 
Burial will be in historic Grove 


Street Cemetery, where lie the re- 
mains of some of the founders of 
New Haven. 

Typical of the eulogies that 
poured in today was one from 
President Charles Seymour of 
Yale, whose faculty Phelps joined 
in 1892, after having taught one 
year at Harvard. Dr. Seymour said: 

“For half a century from the 
year he first entered the faculty 
he has been a Yale institution, 
universally beloved .. . He ranked 
among the greatest teachers in 
our history. The magic of his 
infectious enthusiasm and the em- 
phatic quality of his exposition 
awakened the slowest-witted stu- 
dents to a‘ love and understand- 


His bubbling humor enlivened the 
dullest faculty meeting. . .” 

Although he retired in 1933 as 
professor-emeritus of English at 
the university, he looked at it “the 
way a senior ought to look at com- 
mencement, with regret at leaving 
a pleasant past, but eager and in 
high spirits for the future.” 

He meant it, too. During the 
past 10 years, the sight of gray- 
haired, bespectacled Dr. Phelps 
became more familiar than ever. 
As a writer and lecturer, his keen 
wit and treasure-house of quota- 
tions memory won him a nation- 
wide audience, He wrote almost 
two-score books, most of them 
dealing with literature, and one of 
his last was his autobiography.

he People Like It. 


The people like this business of 
rving themselves. McPherson’s 
pwer plant has multiplied its ca- 
city 25 times in the 33 years it 
been publicly owned. It has 
own from a wheezing $65,000 
orks, which sometimes went out 
service when it flung a fly- 
heel through the roof, to a de- 
ndable, ultra modern plant 
hich last year generated more 
an 22 million kilowatt hours, 
r which it collected $282,000, of 
hich $133,500 was profit.

Draw diagonals across the oblong 
te of Kansas and you will find 
Pherson just south and east of 


where they intersect. It is a town 
of some 7500 population, the trad- 
ing center for McPherson County, 
Which has a population of about 
25,000. It is out in the wheat coun- 
try. About 1926 oil and natural 
gas were discovered near here in 
important quantities. McPherson, 
named for a Civil War General, is 
only about 70 years old, and the 
men who now run the town are, 
for most part, the sons and grand- 
sons of its founders. 


Three Elements, 


Three elements seem to have 
gone into the making of what is 
now McPherson. Perhaps it is no 
coincidence that emigrants from 
Sweden, where the co-operative 
movement has progressed farther 
than anywhere else in the world, 
were one of them. Back in the ’70s 
and '80s there was a big migration 
from Sweden to the virgin prairie 
north of what is now the town of 
McPherson. About the same time, 
to the south, Mennonites, trans- 
Planted from Germany to Russia, 
came in large numbers, bringing 
with them their traditions of re- 
ligion, freedom, and the peculiari- 
ties of dress and custom which per- 
sist to this day, Not the least of 
what they brought with them was 
the seed of the hard Russian wheat 
which prospered when the soft 
wheat of the first settlers wilted 
and died in the — heat of the 
prairie, 


All these people brought with 
them self-reliance, determination, 
and industry. Many of them had 
fled from government interference 
and domination of their lives. If 
ever there was fertile ground for 
individualism and free enterprise it 
was the soil around McPherson. 
It is, therefore, a cause for won- 
der that Government and co-opera- 
tive enterprise have become so 
firmly established. 


Explanations of what happened 
in McPherson are not lacking. 


Why They Did It. 


“T’ll tell you why we went in for 
public ownership,” says E. C. Min- 
genback, president of the Farmers’ 
Alliance Insurance Co. and a for- 
mer president of both the Mc- 
Pherson and the Kansas Chambers 
of Commerce. “It was because pri- 
vate enterprise didn’t do the job. 
“The people who owned our elec- 
tric system lived in Boston, . and 
every time those who lived here 
wanted a new street light or 
something, the manager had to see 
the owners and the rest of them 


to wait to see what Boston wanted 
to do. 

“So they went ahead and did 
themselves what needed to be 
done.

nation-wide projects, for the time and skill of Government engincers 
while war continues, and for nine-to-ten-figure appropriations and 
authorizations when the lights of peace go on again. 


The~ Mississippi-Missouri-Arkan- 
sas-Illinois rivers flood of last 
May, costly fh its destruction of 
crops and damage to soil, was 
timely in its demonstration of the 
need for all-over prevention, on 
a basis of permanent protection 
to the agriculture of the valleys. 


What Wickard Saw 


Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
R. Wickard, a farmer whose In- 
diana cornfield has been under 
water three times this year, 
viewed this situation in the last 
two weeks. He saw sandbars 
choking fertile fields in Central 
Missouri and Eastern Oklahoma, 
while rich top soil floated away 
toward the Gulf of Mexico. He 
saw acres below Ste. Genevieve, 
still under the Mississippi's rise 
of nearly three months before, the 
land perhaps not greatly harmed, 
but this season's crops gone. 

Near Claryville, Mo., the Secre- 
tary heard one of the older set- 
tlers count up the nine washouts 
he had experiericed Commenting 
in St. Louis on this and other in- 
cidents of his inspection tour, Sec- 
retary Wickard said: 

“It is just too expensive to keep 
restoring land, and repairing the 
destruction cAused by floods every 
few years, 

“We need to prevent recurrence 
of these disasters, and this can be 
done if we go to the headwaters 
and practice reforestation and 
contouring of farm lands, so that 
the water which falls on them will 
soak in, and not run off into 
creeks, where it becomes contrib- 
utory to floods 

“This will mean systems of ter- 
racing, ponds, reservoirs and 
weans of keeping the water up- 
stream, and of keeping much of 


tit out of the streams. This will 


help in food production, which 
will need to be at capacity in the 
postwar times, and it will mean 
increased forest production, which 
we shall also need 


‘Must Protect Resources.’ 


“We must. protect our soil re- 
sources if we are going to produce 
enough. Our population is likely 
to increase after the war, and 
people will need more food of 
some kinds, per capita, than they 
are getting now. How much food 
we. shall have to furnish to lib 
erated countries, and for how long, 
are just matters for guessing now, 
but I can see no danger of a drop 
in the demand, : 


“One of the greatest wastes is 
not to use our resources to pro- 
duce the things we want. Water 
is a resource, and right here in 
the Midwest are regions which 
could use irrigation to advantage. 
I heard farmers say? 
‘The very water that ruined us 


might have been a help and «a 
benefit, if it could have been held 
in reserve, and released when we 
needed it.’ 

“That is why I am interested in 
a comprehensive watershed plan, 
one that will take the rain where 
it falls and put it to productive 
use.’ . 

Secretary Wickard, describing 
ithe forms of flood damage which 
he saw, told of the Southeast Mis- 
souri areas still under water, with 
soldiers still on levee and repair 
duty, and of the Missouri River's 
malevolent tricks in Franklin and 
St. Charles counties. 

The Missouri is kne@wn for its 
willful treatment of landowners 
along its shelving and shifting 
banks, even in times of normal 
water stage. In last spring’s over~ 
flow, it buried productive fields 
in barren sand and left holes and 
crevasses far inland. 


Sand 10 Feet Deep. 


In the Arkansas River Valley 
of Oklahoma, Secretary Wickard 
and his party saw sandbars 10 
feet deep covering fine bottom land 
and gullies 15 to 20 feet.deep and... 
more than a mile long, extending 
across fields that once grew large 
crops. : 

In Oklahoma, too, he saw ¢% 
amples of the better type of farm 
planning for lowland regions — 
farms where terracing had been 
practiced, and the high water had 
soaked into the soil, to the in- 
crease of its future fertility. 

His companion in the Missouri 
tour of inspection was Senator 
Bennett C, Clark, who has an 
nounced his purpose to introduce 
a bill or bills to establish an over⸗ 
all flood control and farm pro- 
tection system 

In reviewing his. two-day ride

The hour is here. Soon we shall enter the Conti- 
nent. Our bridgehead has been established, our 
legions readied. With whom, in Italy, are we to 


deal? What will be State Department policy through 


coming months of crisis? These are the questions 
aflame in many minds. : 

The Post-Dispatch accepted the pattern of “mili- 
tary expediency” by which our work in Africa was 
done. With no taste for Darlan, for Peyrouton, and 
others fresh from Vichy pillows, still this newspaper 


granted that the circumstances were extraordinary.: 


Our young armies were struggling for a foothold 
they had to have. There was a wide margin of un- 
predictables. Some flaws in a dress rehearsal can 
be forgiven. 

Now Sicily is ours. This is opening night. The 
crashing of our shells and bombs in Italy itself is 
the grim, ominous, meaningful overture. Is “uncon- 
ditiorial surrender” and all that it implies the 
leitmotiv of the piecé to follow? The world is our 
audience, watching with narrowed eyes. 

s - * 

“This is the time,” as Walter Lippmann warns, 
“when the State Department needs to be thinking 
and not passing the buck to Gen. Marshall and Gen. 
Eisenhower ... Civilian statesmen have to be pre- 
pared—both to hasten the collapse of the engmy and 
to exploit his collapse when it takes place.” His re- 
minder is that we cannot do either with military 
weapons alone, 

Are we to deal, then, with the craven, discredited 
House of Savoy? Have we agreements to make with 
the General who—though he may not have ap- 
proved of squadristi methods at home—still led an 
army into Ethiopia and accepted the title of Duke 
of Addis Ababa as though it were a kudo and not 
a shame? 

‘Those who believe we should bargain with the 
small King and Badoglio have two stout arguments. 
The first is that military expediency saves lives, 
that we need Italy as a base of continental opera- 
tions and must take her on whatever terms are 
speediest. The second is that, once entrenched in the 
shadow of stubby Vesuvius, we must have calm, 
order, a quiet put to distracting quarrels, and that 
this is best done by accepting whatever existing 
authority has in hand the network of civic official- 
dom. “We must, at all costs,” they remind, “avoid 
civil war.” 

* * * 

Is the first argument tenable before this fact?— 
we are trusted more than any other nation, In terms 
of “expediency,” in terms of the possibility of chaos, 
how essential to our aims is that trust? It is most 
important of all our weapons. Tarnished, dishonored, 
it will be turned against us, its blade the first sharp 
slash in future wars. If we are somewhat slowed in 
Italy through offering her justice and freegom from 
her oppressors, native and foreign, as soon as mili- 
tary occupation can be removed, we are still hastened 
immeasurably toward a farther goal. If the trust 
of others is the cost of expediency, the price is 
dearer than any blood can pay. 

“But is it not true,” the obscurantists argue, “that 
we must deal with what authority exists?” 

Not after unconditional surrender is accepted. 

True—despite the continued policing of her weary 
neighbor by Germany—the House of Savoy, greedy, 
dissolute, blemished, tainted with a shameful his- 
tory of despotism, is Authority. So i itler. So 
was Genghis Khan. So is Satan. Did n. Eisen- 
hower’s words, “We commend the Italian people and 
the House of Savoy,” after “one man and one man 
only” was removed, come from the memory of Vic- 
tor’s recent past? Do the Italian pedple think of 
King as comrade? Was it forgotten by those who 
speak for us that Mussolini was dictator by invi- 
tatio® and that the nervous.monarch welcomed him 
down Via Roma to do, in hangman’s black, the 
villain’s work his own regally gloved fingers must 


| not touch? 


Are we to deal with this one, then? This paupered 
puppet wired by his own destiny for Fascism long 
before it ever wore that name? If so, we chart a 
course the whole world watches. By the same fiat 
token we would deal with Laval and Petain when 
France is entered, with Quigling when we come to 
Norway, with the bloody, paranoid triumvirate of 
Goering, Keitel and Doenitz when Belgium and Hol- 
land are approached and Germany threatened. And 
would we parley politely with the Mikado when 
Tojo and his Bushido band are silenced? These are 
Authority, by name. Are we to leave unquestioned 
the ways in which they came by it? 

Those who fear the strength of democracy, even 
when living by it, charge that such reasoning is

sophistic. Norway and Holland, France and Bel- 
gium, they point out, are friends, and not to be 
confused by children, even, with our enemies. 

The enemies of freedom are always recognizable, 
whether in our midst or behind a pointed gun. 

This war must have meaning, else we lose the 
peace. “It is useless,” the President has said, “to 
win a war unless it stays won.” But it is no less a 
“phony war” when blood is shed without a reason— 
a reason trumpeted abroad and at home in terms of 
a simple promise to see justice done, and the simple 
acts that guarantee that promise. It is not enough 
to topple a sawdust Caesar, an opera bouffe Attila, 
and then sit down to table with their supporters. 
The ghost of Gracian trembles and sheds tears. 
hs + a . 

Why should we not use our forthcoming victory 
in Italy to give the war a new and precious meaning? 
This is the time, the day, the hour. Now. Why should 
we not call for Italians who want a republic to es- 
tablish it, or at least promise them, and all yoked 
peoples, that they shall have, come peace, a govern- 
ment by and for and of their own? At our elbow, 
here, within the country, are men of Italy who chose 
exile over Fascism. Salvemini and Borgese, Milano 
and Carlo Sforza are more or less in the Garibaldian 
or Mazzinian tradition. Any one of them could re- 
peat to his countrymen the words of Spartacus: 
“If ye are men, follow me! O comrades, warriors! 
if we must fight, let us fight for ourselves!” 

Italy’s people have not heard us call, Of us they 
know a great deal. They know that we are on 
record as holding certain truths to be self-evident, 
and that they are simple truths with meaning for 
all men. They know that once we “fired a shot heard 
round the world,” bracing the cause of liberty every- 
where. Some of them think of us as “good neigh- 
bors” because, to the south, we have so advertised 
ourselves. Others have believed in the Atlantic 


Charter, or taken the fine Four Freedoms as corner- 


stones for the future. 
> * * 

What will: they think of us if we do not speak 
for and of these things, now? Far more than half 
the world waits for our voice to be raised, wonders 
why it is not. Benes may not sleep yell these un- 
illuminated nights. The Russian peasant, tilling 
some charred field, and within sound of cannon, may 
pause and frown, wondering why the liberty-loving 
land does not sing of liberty now, and lustily. Little 
people at work over secret presses in Paris base- 
ments, or clinging to crags in Yugoslavia, or plotting 
against the conquerors in Thessaly, or fighting a 
single-handed war in Poland, look to us for the 
great words and deeds they thought were promised 


when our course was first set. They look back tof 


our appeasement of Japan, of Vichy, of Fascist Spain, 
they think of the company we kept in North Africa. 
They wonder why, as this week’s Life Magazine 
points out, “Somehow or other, whenever an inter- 
national issue arises, the old State Department seems 
to pop up on the wrong side, with the Fascists, and 
never as the impassioned and liberal advocate of 
democracy.” Now the little people want to be told 
that in the true test we will not fail them.

How, unless we put a name to it, can we make this 
war touch the common man at home, and reassure 
the common man abroad? Russia knows what she 
fights for. Spain’s Loyalists knew. Selassie, gaunt 
dark figure, robed in white, stalking desperately 
through London in the late thirties, knew why his 
people fought and wondered why he was unlistened 
to. China knows why she fights and has known 
since the Marco Polo bridge incident raised the cur- 
tain on her heartbreaking years. We van’'t forget 
that Hitler and Tojo and the House of Savoy know 
why they’re fighting, and to them their reasons are 
good. | 
But do we know? We have not called it, as it well 
might be called, the “War for Tomorrow.” Surely 
that is mot because we are fighting for the decrepit 
yesterdays that fashioned and breathed life into our 
enemies.

Within the next few days our leaders must decide 
whether to use or abuse a privilege, whether to wave 
or put aside the torch that world events and our 
own past have put into our hands.

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KISKA, AMERICAN VICTORY. 


Three months after our recapture of Attu, Kiska 


has been retaken, and the Aleutian Islands have 
been cleansed of the last Japanese soldier. Juneau, 
Vancouver, Seattle and Portland will breathe easier, 
and Americans everywhere will feel better, for a 
threat has been removed, and in a decisive manner. 

The Japanese, if they hear the news at all, will 
probably think little of it, inasmuch as they are led 
to believe that their troops have invaded nothing 
less than California. 

Americans, however, have heard the news, this 
being that kind of country. They are pleased to ac- 
quire, as they did on Attu, more air bases construct- 
ed by the busy Japanese during their brief tenancy. 
Kiska, Mke Attu, will give the United States more 
fields which can be used in bombing the large ‘Japa- 
nese air base at Paramushiro, in the Kurile Islands, 
some 800 air miles distant, as it was bombed a 
month ago by Liberators presumably based on Am- 
chitka Island, slightly to the east of Kiska. 

The recapture of Kiska by our planes, ships and 
troops is a significant victory. The Japanese have 
found their Aleutian adventure exceedingly costly.

Spartacus to the Gladiators 


History is warmed to life in the crucible 
of Italy's present crisis, Echoes of revolt 
against the Government of Victor Em- 
manuel and Badoglio, and against Nazi dom- 
ination, recall the Gladiators’ War of 73-71 
B. 0. in which fur-clad Spartacus led the 
Roman arena’s expendables against the 
armies of the consuls. 

With other gladiators he fled a Capuan 
training school. They were joined in the 
mountains by runaway serfs, dispossessed 


farmers, the persecuted of the land, and 


by the end of the first year were 90,000 
strong, defying the mazrim of Cato that 
“slaves must either work or sleep.” 


With Pompey in Spain, the rebel army 
was able to win the south of Italy and fight 
its way to the Alps. Defeat came when the 
slaves refused to leave the country. “You 
surrender unconditionally,” were the new- 
old words Spartacus heard from Crassus, 
speaking for the consul-dictators. 


Old words for today’s freedom-lovers in 
Italy are the words of. Spartacus to his fel- 
low-gladiators, calling to them to “fight 


for ourselves!” 
Y him chief who for 12 long years has 

met upon the arena every shape of man 
or beast the broad Empire of Rome can fur- 
nish, and who never yet lowered his arm. 
If there be one among you who can say 
that ever, in public fight or private brawl, 
my actions did belie my tongue, let him 
stand forth and say it. If there be three 
in all your company dare face me on the 
bloody sands, let them come on. 


And yet I was not always thus—a hired 
butcher, a savage chief of still more savage 
men. My ancestors came from old Sparta, 
and settled among the vine-clad rocks and 
citron groves of Syrasella. My early life 
ran quiet as the brooks by which I sported; 
and when, at noon, I gathered the sheep 
beneath the shade, and played upon the 
shepherd’s flute, there was a friend, the 
son of a neighbor, to join me in the pastime. 
We led our flocks to the same pasture, and 
partook together our rustic meal.

One evening, after the sheep were folded, 
and we were all seated beneath the myrtle 
which shaded our cottage, my grandsire, 
an old man, was telling of Marathon and 
Leuctra; and how, in ancient times, a lit- 
tle band of Spartans, in a defile of the 
mountains, had withstood a whole army.

smile upon his lips that I had marked, 
when, in adventurous boyhood, we scaled 
the lofty cliff to pluck the first ripe grapes, 
and bear them home in childish triumph! 
I told the praetor that the dead man had 
been my friend, generous and brave; and 
I begged that I might bear away the body, 
to burn it on a funeral pile, and mourn over 
its ashes. 


Ay! upon my knees, amid the dust and 
blood of the arena, I begged that poor 
boon, while all the assembled maids and 
matrons, and the holy virging they call 
Vestals, and the rabble, shouted in deri- 
sion, deeming it rare sport, forsooth, to see 
Rome’s fiercest gladiator turn pale and 
tremble at sight of that piece of bleeding 
clay! And the praetor drew back as if 
I were pollution, and sternly said, “Let the 
carrion rot; there are no noble men but

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BRITISH STILL ARE NOT READY 


TO INVADE WESTERN EUROPE 


Sufficient Shipping, Armored Divisions and 
Infantry for Successful Cross-Channel At- 
tack Probably Lacking Because of De- 
mands of Other Theaters, Binder Says.

OW soon will American, British and Canadian parachutists and 
amphibious forces land in France or the Low Countries to initiate 
land operations in Western Europe which, in conjunction with 
Russian attacks in Eastern Europe and British-American attacks in 
Southern Europe, will sound the death knell for Germany’s second 
attempt to rule the world by military force? 
Careful study of the available information strongly suggests that 
such operations against Germany out of the United Kingdom are not 
nearly as close at hand as many people assume or as the Russians 
‘insist they should be to assure victory.

The slowness of a cross-Channel 
invasion to materialize doubtless 
will continue to be attributed by 
uninformed or hostile-minded 
critics to British-American tim- 
idity, incompetence or calculated 
conservation of military strength 
at the expense of Russia. 
interpretations of British-American 
military moves are unfounded and 
unjust. 

If I am correct In deducing that 
Germany may not be called on to 
resist British-American land oper- 
ations in Western Europe for the 
next several months, I believe the 
respite will be dictated by unavail- 
ability of sufficient American and 
British shipping, armored divisions 
and fully equipped infantry to cope 
with the defenses Germany is still 
able to maintain there. 

That’ lack arises out of the ex- 
ceptionally heavy demands placed 
on our maritime and military re- 
sources by immediate or imminent 
operations in other theaters. The 
delay, in other words, is dictated 
by logistics rather than by indif- 
ference or cynical calculation of 
Russian’s predicament. 


Russian Criticisms. 

Outspoken criticisms of British- 
American failure to attack Ger- 
many in Western Europe in the 
officially controlled Soviet press 
and radio this week reflected Rus- 
sian displeasure at the necessity of 
having to cope singlehanded with 
the preponderance of German land 
strength and Russian hope that 
public pressure might compel the 
Ameri@n and British high com- 
mands to attack earlier than they 
now believe militarily feasible. “ 

British Foreign Minister Anthony 
Eden is expected to explain to 
Stalin in Moscow the exact nature 
of the military and political poli- 
cies reformulated at Quebec this 
week and the reasons underlying 
them. If President Edouard Benes 
of Czecho-Slovakia, whose relations 
with the Kremlin are probably the 
best of any United Nations states- 
man, either accompanies Eden to 
Moscow or visits Moscow about the 
same time, Stalin’s conception of 
the British-American policies may 
be enhanced. 

In the meantime the ordinary 
citizen who is impatient to smash 
the Axis and get the war over with 
will do well to bear in mind cer- 
tain vital actualities, 

There is Germany's present ca- 
pacity to resist invasion, for ex- 
ample. Despite our great victories 
in Tunisia and Sicily and despite 
Russia’s greater victories in the 
East, the German military machine 
is still formidable. 


, German Strength. 

According to the most depend- 
able information Germany still 
maintains 40 trained and well- 
equipped divisions behind its great 
defenses in France, the Low Coun- 
tries and Norway. The quality of 
the 20 divisions maintained inside 
Germany is not accurately known 
but many of the 18 to 20 German 
divisions in Italy are of good qual- 
ity. Between 40 and 50 additional 
German divisions are stationed be 
tween the Russian front and the 
Balkans, in addition to the 185 di- 
visions or remt.ants of divisions on 
the Russian front. 

The German High Command 
could and undoubtedly would rush 
a considerable number of their 
disposable divisions to whatever 
points in Western Europe might 
be invaded from the Unite King- 
dom. The Continental rail and 
highway systems facilitate such 
quick action. 

Although the German luftwaffe 
failed to play an important role in 
the latter stages of the Tunisian 
or the Sicilian campaigns and is 
a minor factor in the present Rus- 
sian campaign and cannot protect 
Germany from around-the-clock 
aerial bombardment, the luftwaffe 
is still probably strong enough to 
exact a heavy toll from invading 
amphibious forces. German air- 
craft production has concentrated 
on the production of fighter planes 
and it is estimated that 1600 first- 
line fighter planes and sufficient 
first class pilots are still available 
for such operations against our in- 
vading forces. 


Busy in Mediterranean. 

If we had nothing to do but cope 
with this last reserve German 
alignment we could, and probably 
would, put up a stiff attack right 
now. But we are engaged in op- 
erations in the Mediterranean 
which tax our resources so heavily 
that we do not, according to 
available information, just now 
have sufficient surplus shipping, 
armored forces and infantry to 
insure successful invasion opera- 
tions in Western Europe. 

The Russians do not appear to 
attach as much importance to our 
Mediterranean operations as we 
do, but we must be the final 
judges as to the best use of our 
resources as the Russians natu- 
rally determine their own opera- 
tions. 


The Fascist government's un- 


Such. 
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expectedly early collapse in Italy 
has imposed certain unforeseen 
demands on us as well as opened 
to us certain unforeseen opportu- 
nities. To knock Italy out of the 
war this autumn, as we now ap- 
parently mean to do, calls for the 
use there of naval and merchant 
vessels and air and land forces 
which we originally had expected 
to use elsewhere. 

It remains to be seen whether 
we shall be able to carry out the 
operations in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean tentatively scheduled 
for about this time because of the 
new prospects and exigencies in 
the Central ana Western Medi- 
terranean. 

Some idea of the tasks incident 
to the conquest of Italy may be 
had from the fact that we in- 
herited from Germany, along with 
the many military and moderate 
economic advantages of Sicily, the 
responsibility for supplying Sicily 
with 500,000 tons of coal and 100,- 
000 tons of oil a year. Germany’s 
task has been lightened to that. 
extent by the loss of Sicily. On 
the other hand, we have deprived 
Germany of 250,000 tons of sul- 
phur, including 70 per cent of the 
Axis resources of pure 
sulphur, which is so important in 
the manufacture of explosives. 

It will take a lot of shipping to 
supply liberated Italy with the 
coal, food and other means of 
existence formerly supplied by 
Germany. | 


More Ships Needed. 

It is true that the United Na- 
tions’ shipping resources have been 
immensely enhanced by our, suc- 
cesses against the U-boat, by re- 
opening of the Mediterranean to 
our ships, and by new construc- 
tion, but along with the enlarged 
demands of our operations against 
Italy have come enlarged demands 
from. our steadily . augmented 
forces overseas for seaborne sup- 
plies. 

Besides, we are stepping up the 
war against Japan even though 
the war against Germany remains 


No. 1 on our agenda. A larger); 


portion of our additional shipping 
and naval strength inevitably goes 
to the operations in the Pacific. 

T. V. Soong, Chinese Foreign 
Minister, announced a fortnight 
ago that large scale operations de- 
signed to reopen the Burma sup- 
ply route would be launched at 
Rangoon when the monsoons end 
in October. Such operations would 
be largely amphibious in charac- 
ter and of course would require a 
considerable number of vessels. 

Further evidence that the war 
against Japan is being stepped up 
was offered this week by the ar- 
rival in Washington of a special 
British mission comprised of high 
officers of all three British fight- 
ing services for the announced 
purpose of “maximum j3ritish co- 
operation with the United States 
in future operations against Ja- 
pan.”

MESSINA, Aug. 21. 


HE people of Messina are 
T thanting God today for the 

peace that comes after battle. 
For weeks we have been living in 
hell. 

Your planes crushed one of the 
newest and finest cities of Italy. 
We are ready to begin tomorrow to 
rebuild. 

But so that people in America 
may know something of the power 
of their bombers to destroy a city 
body and soul, I would like to tell 
the story of Messina. 

By my count, bombers attacked 
us at least 200 times. Sometimes 
they came three or four times a 
day and often at night. For two 
weeks before the Germans finally 
left, we didn’t have a single day’s 
peace. It is impossible to sleep, 
eat or even think when you know 
that bombs may be falling the very 
next moment. Nothing on earth 
could be worse than what we have 
been through. 


As a Government employe, it 
has been my job to survey the de- 
struction and make recommenda- 
tions for repairs. Hence I am in a 
position to report faithfully that 
every single building within the 
limits of the city proper has been 
damaged to some extent. We halt- 
ed all reconstruction work early in 
May. For the last two weeks I 
have not even been trying to keep 
up my job. 1 couldn’t possibly 
complete a survey of the damage 
of one raid before another began. 

I have been told that the main 
object in bombing Messina was to 
halt supplies coming into Sicil: 
from Italy. I estimate you were 
75 per cent successful. There used 
to be four train ferries running be- 


expanding bombardments of Ger- 
man airdromes, airplane manufac- 
turing establishments and other 
German war-waging resources, We 
shall continue to wear down the 
luftwaffe planes, air crews and oil 
resources so that when we do in- 
vade the cost will be far less and 
the prospects of success immeas- 
urably enhanced. 

Pending invasion we shall “burn 
and bomb and ruthlessly destroy 
the people responsible for creating 
the war,” in the words of the 
British Minister of Information at 
Quebec, This policy together with 
the losses inflicted on Germany at 
sea, in I[taly, in Russia, and pos- 
sibly other theaters will, it is 
hoped, hasten the internal collapse 
of Germany and frustrate the Ger- 
man High Command's lingering 
hopes of a separate peace with one 
or more of the major United Na- 
tions. 

The German High Command's 
scheme for saving the rman 
Army from destruction by splitting 
the Allies appears to be momen- 
tarily taking the form of peace 
feelers to Russia. If Russia, as is 
expected, continues to spurn such 
approaches the unabashed Ger- 
mans may be expected to turn to 
the United States or Great Britain 
or both. They have a dream of 
world conquest and a fanatically 
cherished army and military caste 
to salvage from a badly miscalcu- 
lated gamble and they will spare 
no effort to win by cunning what 
they find themselves unable to win

the mainland. 
Bombs smashed them all, leaving 
only smal) boats. 


Three days before your soldiers 
came, the Germans brought in a 
small ferry which was used to take 
away guns, trucks and things like 
that. But that was only at the 
very end. 

There ig one big mole in the har- 
bor where all the ships formerly 
tied up. The dry dock, submarine 
base, petroleum tanks, cranes, the 
admiralty headquarters, all were 
there. Now’ nothing is left, but 
wreckage. I can say conservative- 
ly that at least a thousand bombs 
made direct hits. The mole has 
been useless for two months. 


We used to have one of ‘the 
finest railroad stations in Italy. 
Its walls are standing—that’s all. 
The last train to Catania left two 
months ago. There has been none 
to Palermo since just before the 
invasion. 

Some people in Messina actually 
believe that American bombers 
have some supernatural power to 
track down houses with military 
stores, There originally were about 
50 in the city. When one was 
bombed the soldiers would gather 
up what was left and take it to 
another building. The people liv- 
ing in that neighborhood then’ 
would move away. : 

“They'll find it,” they would say. 
Sure enough, the new warehouses 
would be bombed.

Interpreting the War News 


A REVIEW OF THE WEEK

QUEBEC, Aug. 21 


HE Japanese retreat from Kiska, a stealthy, fog-shrouded flight 
from inevitable annihilation by American and Canadian troops, 
appeared minor military incident in a war week bursting 


everywhere with bigger news except for its potential psychological 
significance, yet to be tested elsewhere in the Pacific on a larger 


scale, 


The outstanding fact about that 
enemy evacuation of his last tiny, 
impotent foothold in the Aleu- 
tians was that it was a retreat, 
the first Japanese retreat of. this 
war. Japanese forces have hereto- 
fore mostly died where they stood 
on Guadalcanal, in New Guinea, 


on Munda, on Attu, wherever the 


tightening coils of Allied counter- 
offensives have gripped them. The 
Tokyo war lords left them to em- 
ulate the motto 6f Napoleon’s old 
guard that it could die but never 


‘surrender or retreat. 


This time, and on Tokyo orders, 
the Japanese fled through the fog 
and the futile but audacious at- 
tempt to threaten the Western 
Hemisphere with invasion or air 
attack was at an end. That makes 
Kiska regained the symbol of the 
ebbing Axis tide in the Pacific as 
conquered Sicily symbolizes its 
backward flow in the Mediterra- 
nean, as Stalingrad marked the 
crest of German attack in Russia 
and tottering Kharkov its accel- 
erating recession, 


Quebec the Focal Point. 

The core of war interest for the 
week, however, continued to be 
the Quebec war council of the Al- 
lied highest command. Not even 
the Russian offensive nor hints 
from London that a _ continen- 
tal invasion by British-American 
forces was Close at hand diverted 
either Allied or Axis attention from 
the meeting here of President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill to put their seal on new 
strategic directives of global scope 
prepared by their military staffs. 

What can be said to inform Al- 
lied publics of what has been 
planned and still retain the essen- 
tial element of surprise when the 
contemplated new attacks are de- 
livered in Europe, the Pacific or 
iu Eastern Asia, the two leaders 
will make known from here next 
week. ‘They were rounding cut the 
military design over the week end 
with politico-military consultations 
with their chief officers for for- 
eign affairs, Secretary of State 
Hull and Anthony Eden. 

For their own reasohs, and in- 
cident to the fact that Kiska 
represented the first exclusively 
American~-Canadian operation, 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Mac- 
Kensie King of Canada announced 
from Quebec the Japanese flight 
from Kiska and its occupation by 
strong joint forces. That followed 
the technique employed by Roose- 
velt and Churchill at Hyde Park in 
disclosing the sinking of enemy 
submarines in the Atlantic over 


the last three;months at a one-a- 
day rate. 

That information, so far as the 
logistics of the war in Europe or 
any effort to step up at Quebec in 
both time and weight the attack 
on the Akxis-held continent of 
Europe, was the key to the Quebec 
conference. Its disclosure in ad- 
vance of the President’s arrival 
here virtually meant that the way 
was clear for the invasion of 
Europe from the west as well as 
from the south, provided other 
data being assembled in Quebec 
made that feasible this year. That 
probably is as far is it will be 
possible for the announcement of 
conference results to go. 


Russian Feeler. 


There was one other develop- 
ment, aside from the Kiska week- 
end thrill, which must be noted in 
a review of the developments of 
the week. There may be a relation- 
ship not as yet apparent. 


That is the first press call in 
Russia for a Roosevelt-Churchill- 
Stalin face-to-face meeting to plan 
co-ordinated: Allied-Russian opera 
tions designed to end the war in 
Europe this year. It. came in an 
editorial in a workers’ magazine, 
which virtually means it had the 
sanction of the Kremlin. 


There was no reaction in Que- 
bee to this Russian triple-confer- 
ence feeler. None was necessary. 
Roosevelt and Churchill have made 
it known repeatedly that they long 
have hoped for such a meeting to 
clinch the United Natioris attack 
on the Axis. If Premiér Stalin now 
desires to participate in a super- 
strategic conference, he has but to 
advise Washington or London of 
the fact. 

And the Japanese evacuation of 
Kiska, if its implications of waning 
Japanese assurance of ability . to 
hold its ill-gotten territorial gains, 
let alone regain the offensive any- 
where, aré borne out, could influ- 
ence Russia's attitude. It would 
carry with it for Moscow a hint 
of defeatism beginning to take 
root in Japan as well as in Italy, 
even in Germany, and certainly 
among Axis Balkan satellites, It 
might well induce Moscow to dis 
regard the possibility of a Jap- 
anese attack on Siberia and open 
a road for the Allies to close-up 
Russian bombing bases againat 
Japan, even if Russia still were 
unwilling to join the Allies in war 
against Japan as well as against 
the Axis in Europe.

US, Diplomacy 
Erred On Italy, 
Writers Assert 


Failed to See That 
Revolt Was Need- 
ed, Anti- Fascist 
Professors Charge.

HE Allies were caught unpre 
T pared by Mussolini’s downfall. 
We blundered in our politi- 
cal warfare. We were hot pre- 
pared, as a result, to take imme- 
diate advantage of the chaos fol- 
lowing Mussolini’s fall because our 
diplomats were determined that 
there should be no rea] democratic 
revolution in Italy. 

We hope it is. not too late to 
change such policies. At any rate, 
the first golden opportunity to 
solve the Italian war problem is 
gone. 

Mussolini’s downfall was hailed 
as @ sure sign that Italy was ready 
to accept terms of unconditional 
surrender. According to Winston 
Churthill, “ofte mam and one man 
only” kept Italy in the war at Gar- 
many’s side, Yet the new Italian 
government has called for more 
German divisions to strengthen the 
defense of continental Italy. The 
war goes on. 

Our diplomats had long cher 
ished the hope that a coalition of 
ex-Fascist chiefs, ‘clericals, mon- 
archists and industrial and agri- 
cultural lords would one day un- 
seat Mussolini and hand us Italy 
without fighting. 

Didn’t Want Revolt. 

They had not learned that dic- 
tatorships like that of Mussolini 
can be unseated only by revolu- 
tion in the wake of military dis- 
aster. Anyway, our diplomats did 
not want a revolution, 

Now that Mussolini has fallen, 
they are pleased to see Premier 
Badoglio ruthlessly putting down 
the attempta at rebellion by the 
Italian people. At the same time, 
however, angered but not disillu- 
sioned by Badogliio’s refusal to 
surrender, the same diplomats 
with cold cynicism appeal to the 
helpless Italian people, machine- 
gunned by Badoglio’s carabineers, 
and tell them to force their gov- 
ernment to surrender or else be 
bombed out of existence. 

Our policy toward Italy before 
the Sicilian invasion raised doubts 
whether the ideas prevailing in 
Washington are compatible with 
our solemn avowals that we in 
this war seek freedom and democ- 
racy for all. 

Our State Department defeated 
the attempt to organize in this 
country an anti-Fascist legion 
open to Italian anti-Fascist vol- 
unteers from the concentration 
camps of India, Africa, England 
and America and under the di- 
rection of American officers. Such 
a legion, making possible the drop- 
ping of thousands of men from the 
air over Rome, Turin, Milan and 
Genoa at the moment of Musso- 
lini’s demise, would have rendered 
the Italian revolution successful. 
Lost Opportunity. 

It ig reasonable to assume that 
the rank and file of the Italian 
army, which refused to fire on 


retreat. But hitherto the Japanese 
command has not héeded such 
reaHstic considerations. 


Prelude to New Blow? 


‘What does the flight from Kiska 
mean? Is it the first step in a 
new strategic plan of hemispheric 
proportions, a withdrawal from the 
far outposts to some inner, more 
defensible fortress? Or is it a pre 
liminary to a new offensive move, 
& desperate lashing out at some 
supposedly vulnerable joint in the 
Allied artmhor, perhaps at the be- 
hest of and to save Japan's sorely 
beset partners in Europe? 

It might be the latter, There is 
no doubt that Hitler’s representa- 
tives in Tokyo have been using all 
the persuasive powers at their com- 
mand to. convince Tojo and com- 
pany that the only hope of the 
Axis partners to avert destruction 
is common, concerted action, some 
devastating blow now, before it is 
too late, The one thing that would, 
for the moment at least, most im- 
prove the outlook for Germany 
would be « Japanese attack on 
Soviet Siberia, which might weaken 
the terrible, inexorable pressure 
the Red Army is exerting on the 
Wehrmacht. 

Such an attack {s certainly a 
possibility. The flower of the Jap- 
anese Army, some 30-0dd divisions, 
half a million men or more, that 
make up the Kwantung army, is 
in Manchuria, arrayed along the 
Siberian border, Perhaps another 
million men, now in North China 
or the Japanese home islands, 
would be available for a thrust 
into Russia’s maritime province, 
Two generations of Japanese mil- 
itary men have been taught that 
war with Russia is inevitable, that 
one day Japan must wipe out the 
menace of the air and naval bases 
around Viadivostok, only 700 miles 
—* Tokyo. This may be the 

mo. 


May Hit Burma, China. 

But there is another offensive 
enterprise to which Japan’s still 
formidable reserves may be turned. 
One front on which the Japanese 
definitely are not on the defen- 
sive and from which they are not 
retreating is Burma. The latest 
dispatches from that area tell of 
recent forward movement by the 
enemy close to India’s borders. 

The Japanese know that an Al- 
lied offensive in Burma is in the 
making, that we are compelled by 
the logic of the Asiatic military 
situation to make a mighty effort 
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to restore effective military com- 
munications with China. They 
know that China is the key to 
the defense of Japan itself, that 
once the Americans have air bases 
in Eastern China it will be Japan's 
turn to know the torment that 
has been visited on the Ruhr, 
Hamburg, Rome, Naples. 

So the horns pulled in at Kiska 
may become manifest soon on In- 
dia’s eastern border. Or. the Jap- 
anese may try again to deliver 
that knockout blow to Chiang Kai- 
shek’s government, an achieve- 
ment that could prolong the Pa- 
cific war for years, perhaps even 
gain that stalemate which the 
Japanese would welcome as & 
victory. 


Shipping Shortage. 

These are possibilities but to this 
writer they seem little more. The 
more tenable explanation of the 
retreat from the Aleutians seems 
to be the imperative need for 
shortening the perimeter of the 
vast area Japan has overrun and 
thus far has tried to hold. While 
they held Kiska this area meas- 
ured 4000 miles from north to 
south, a like distance from east 
to west. To man all the ramparts 
calis for a tremendous fleet of 
shipping. And the Japanese have 
no such fleet. 

They entered the war with some- 
thing like six million tons of mer- 
chant vessels. In spite of captures 
in the early stages of the war and 
a construction program that calls 
into action all the available re- 
sources of the Empire that figure 
has probably been reduced by a 
million tons, by American subma- 
rines and surface craft and by the 
Allied air fleets. The efforts to 
hold the Solomons, New Guinea 
and the Alettian footholds have 
been especially costly. There we 
have challenged them to battles of 
attrition the price of which they 
can ill afford. So finally, at Kiska, 
they ran away. 

That therefore may be the first 
move in a shortening of the lines 
all around. It ig noteworthy that 
a few days after Kiska was aban- 
doned there was a retreat on the 
inner defenses of Salamaua, in 
New Guinea. How far such strat- 
egy might go raiseg some inter- 
esting speculations. Probably the 
Solomons, New Guinéa, the other 
islands north of Australia would 
be the first to go. It is difficult 
to picture the Japanese 
ing the riches of Holland’s former 
empire in the Indies but even that 
day might come. Probably Singa- 
pore and Malaya would be defend- 
ed to the bitter end, and Burma, 
too, because of its relation to 
China, Also the Japanese probably 
would fight for the mandated 
islands of the equatorial Pacific, 
since they are the outposts which 
must be reduced or nullified be- 
fore any American attack directly 
across the Pacific can be hazarded. 

For a year or more the experts 
have expected that the day would 
come when its shipping shortage, 
its losses of planes and first-class 
pilots would compel Japan to short- 
en its lines. That day may be at 
hand, The indications are strong 
that Japan’s situation is driving 
it to retirement on some inner 
fortress, just as Germany is re 
linquishing its concept of the Eu- 
ropean fortress, embracing the 
whole continent, in favor of short- 
er inner fortfications guarding the

American relief official, Herbert 
W. Parisius, responsible for getting 
North Africa back into food pro- 
duction, wangled a car from the 
‘ Army and drove into Tunis, 

He found the French officials 
of the newly set-up government, 
and they laid immediate plans. 
Parisius learned the Germans had 
scattered land mines so far and 
wide that the Arabian field labor 
was afraid to get out for the har- 
vest. 

Mines Are Cleared. 


The Army, meanwhile, was de- 
manding as one term of surrender 
that the Germans and Italians 
turn over their mine maps, They 
did, and American sapper squads 
started out immediately to clear 
the mines. The natives went back 
to work, the crop was saved. 


Then Parisius rounded up 300 
trucks of captured Axis materiel, 
some work squads of Italian pris- 
oners, and the wheat moved. He 
now reports Tunisia will happily 
produce a surplus of grains, dried 
beans and peas. The Allied ar- 
mies can draw on them as they 
need. 

This relief work is done by an 
outfit with a big name, the state 
department’s Office of Foreign 
Relief and Rehabilitation Opera- 
tors. The staff has shortened 
that to “OFRRO.” But everyone 
in Washington calls it the “Leh- 
man committee” because former 
Governor Herbert Lehman of 
New York heads it. 

Job Is Complicated. 


The job is a complicated one. 

We're feeding the natives in ter- 
ritory we take to make certain 
they don’t get into the Army's 
hair. We're also figuring on the 
propaganda value of a good relief 
job. 

So the job is also a delicate one. 

There are three phases to it. 
The Army, as it moves in, does 
just enough relief work (distribut- 
ing clothes, food, medicines) to 
help its operations. 

When the shooting is over, the 
Army leaves a military governor 
in charge and the Lehman com- 
mission moves in to do a hundred 
things: Reopen the stores and 
schools, feed and clothe the war- 
shocked people, get the farms go- 
ing and move the food into the 
cities. ; 

The third phase is designed to 
put the people on their feet so they 
can help themselves. 

Work Moves Fast. 


Actually the work has moved 
quite’ fast. In some cases the 
Lehman people have cleared up a 
local relief plan in two weeks. 

And money is coming back. This 
nation shipped 40 million dollars’ 
worth of goods for the North 
African job. The French Govern- 
ment has already repaid 25 million. 


Only 5 per cent of these goods 
was taken by the Lehman relief 
men to handle the immediate 
chaos. They were prepared to give 
it away, if need be. But they 
found, especially in Tunisia, that 
the people had money to pay, if 
there was only goods to buy. 
we're selling much .instead of giv- 
ing it away. 

A big job was to get’ food mov- 
ing from tie down country farms 
into the cities. But the farmers 
wouldn’t bring it in. They could 
get only francs for their food, and 
they wanted goods. . 

The United States had brought 
the goods. The Lehman men 
opened “relief stores.” The people 
flocked in to buy. The farmers 
began to come to town. Trade 
revived. 

There were some 30 such relief 
stores. The stocks were sold at 
cost price: e price paid here 
for the g , Pius transportation 
charges. 

Babies Too Weak to Cry. 


Tunisia fell last, so big stock- 
piles, back of the lines, moved in 
just 24 hours after the Army. But 
in Algiers and French Morocco we 
were still fighting to get ships to 
the Mediterranean, so the Lehman 
people had to concentrate on the 
greatest need—milk for children, 
some of whom had had none since 
Germany took France. They found 
babies so weak they didn’t even 
cry. 

Milk poured in from both 
America and England. It was dis- 
tributed with the help of Red 
Cross workers through schools. 
During the winter and through 
May, 200,000 children got almost a 
pint of milk a day, Then,*in agree- 
ment with French authorities, the 
program was cut because the first 
need was over. ce

money enough to build a power 
plant, but they found that working 
together, they could do it, and 
they did it. Nobody wants gov- 
ernment to usurp private enter- 
prise, until private enterprise gets 
in the way of progress, and then 
it’s time to root it out.” 
Mayor C. E. Booz, also an insur- 
ance man, thinks McPherson’s suc- 
cess with public ownership derives 
from the basis good sense and rela- 
tively high cultural and educational 
level of the community, coupled 
with the services of an extremely 
competent utility superintendent, L. 
C. Angevine, who has been in 
charge of the electric and water 
utilities for the last 22 years. 
Nonpartisan Government. 

It is typical of the way McPher- 
son makes its nonpartisan com- 
mission form of government work 
that the mayor, who extols the util- 
ity superintendent so highly, is a 
Republican in national politics, and 
the superintendent is a Democrat. 
The Mayor thinks the people of 
McPherson just saw the good re- 
sults that were achieved with a 
small experiment in public owner- 
ship operation of the utility, 
and so encouraged its development 
and expansion. So long as you 
keep politics out of public owner- 
ship, says the Mayor, it’s all right. 
It was the Mayor who suggested 
that the only political influence 
bearing on McPherson’s power 
plant was the annual attempt to 
“kick Angevine out,” and, the May- 
or thought, the inspiration for 
these campaigns came from the 
private utility interests. McPher- 
son is governed by two commis- 
sioners and a Mayor, elected for 
three-year terms, with the term 
of one expiring each year. 
But in the 22 years he has had 
the job, Angevine has held his 
ground against all comers, pro- 
viding efficient service for the 
city’s water and electrical con- 
sumers for modest annual salary 
of $4200. Most of the expansions 
of the electric system have been 
carried out under his supervision. 
He is a sturdy figure of a man, 
ruddy in complexion, with a broad 
face and wide-set blue eyes. He 
shows up for work wearing a trim 
slack suit, and usually there is a 
massive briar pipe clenched in his 
teeth. On the walls of his office, 
hanging with group pictures of 
various public power meetings, are 
autographed photographs of two 
of his heroes, George Norris and 
Harold Ickes. 

On Job Since 1921. 
A graduate of the University of 
Kansas with a degree in engineer- 
ing, Angevine came to McPherson 
in 1921 as superintendent of utili- 
ties after seven years with the 
large Kansas City Engineering 
firm, Burns & McDonnell, He was 
one of the founders of the Kansas 
Association of Municipal Utilities, 
and has served as its president and 
secretary-treasurer. He is proud of 
the fact that 150 cities in Kansas 
—only 47 in Missouri—own their 
electric power utilities. Already 
charted in his office for postwar 
construction are expansions of the 
McPherson plant and its rural] lines 
and city street lighting system. He 
dreams of an interconnection grid 


Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion lines. 

He is disappointed that for all 
the .conspicuous success of public 
ownership in McPherson, such 
Kansas cities as Newton, Salina, 
Hutchinson and Great Bend, all 
within an hour or two of McPher- 
son, have not turned to public 
ownership. He thinks this is be- 
cause the public power systems 
have been content to let their good 
work speak for them, and have 
not carried their message to the 
people. He doesn’t like the word 
propaganda, but it is propaganda: 
that public power needs. 

And, he holds, too many publicly 
owned utilities have pursued un- 
sound fiscal policies, squandering 
their earnings in giving their com- 
munities golf courses, auditoriums, 
swimming pools and airports, or 
in attempts to make their cities 
“tax free” through utility earnings. 
Such tactics, if followed long 
enough, he thinks, may freeze pub- 
lic power rates at a level which 
would, in time, enable private utili- 
ties to undercut them. 

Taxation of Utilities. 

Angevine thinks all utilities, pub- 
lic and private, should. be taxed, 
not on their property valuations, 
but on their gross revenue, at 
about 15 per cent. In lieu of taxes 
McPherson’s city electrical depart- 
ment transfers each year a por- 
tion of its earnings to the city 
treasury. For the last three years 
that has been $50,000 a year, and, 
in 1939, the transfer was $65,000. 


McPherson Owns Its Own 
Electric, Water Utilities 


referred to, “for practical pur- 
poses,” as “debt free.” What the 
books showed, at close of 1942, was 
$200,000 in outstanding revenue 
bonds, which bear interest at the 
rate of 1% per cent a year, and 
the city has under consideration 
an offer to refund them at 1 per 
cent. But the electric department 


had $33,000 in the bank, and an- 


other $160,000 in sinking fund in- 
vestments. It just happens the 
outstanding bonds are not yet pay- 
able, and the last of them won't 
be until 1946. When they are paid 
off, Angevine thinks, the city will 
be able to finance further expan- 
sion of the electric utility out of 
its earnings and investments. He 
expects to have $500,000 set aside 
for the next big expansion, which 
he has charted for 1948. 

Angevine tells the story of what 
happened to bring down McPher- 
son’s gas rates. Before 1926, when 
oil and gas were discovered near 
McPherson, the town had no gas 
service. In 1927 it granted a fran- 
chise to a private utility, later ac- 
quired by the Kansas Power & 
Light Co., which, like the Union 
Electric Ca. in St. Louis, is a sub- 
sidiary of the giant North Amer- 
ican Co. Under the terms of the 
franchise the city had the power, 
at the expiration of any five-year 
period, to acquire the gas system 
for what it had cost, plus 10 per 
cent. 

City Ready to Take Up Option. 
By 1932 the city was ready to 
exercise that option. The original 
system, installed in a boom period, 
had been costly, and 1932 was a 
depression year, when construc- 
tion costs were lower. The gas 
utility, then operating as the Mc- 
Pherson Gas Co., set a price of 
$150,000. 
“Well,” said <Angevine, “that 
looked’ pretty high to us, but 
where they had us sewed up was 
that they seemed to have con- 
tracts on all the avatiable supply 
of gas. A distribution system 
wouldn’t do us much good if we 
had no gas to put in it. But Ave 
scouted around and found a gas 
supply. Then we called in our 
engineers to figure out what it 
would cost us to build our own 
system. We were going to go right 
ahead and build it and let them 
keep their franchise. : 

“But when they saw we meant 
business they came to us and 
asked what they could do. ‘Give 
the people the same rate we would 
give them, and give us gas for our 
own power plant at 10 cents a 
thousand cubic feet,’ we told them. 


‘|"They didn’t like that, but finally 


decided it was the best they could 
do, and they signed. 
Rate Cut of Nearly 50 Pct. 


The rate so achieved represented 
a cut of nearly 50 per cent. For 
the first 1000 feet it was 50 per 
cent—from $1 previously charged 
to 50 cents. For the next 50,000 feet 
the new rate was 30 cents a thou- 
sand. For the second 560,000 feet, 
25 cents, for the next 98,000 feet, 
15 cents, and so on down to the 10 
cent rate for the power plant. 

That contract is to be in effect 
so long as there is natural gas in 
McPherson County, and, by the 
terms of the contract, the rates 
cannot be altered by the Public 
Service Commission which, in 
Kansas as in Missouri, normally 
fixes utility rates. The people here 
think there is enough gas for 50 
ears. 

More About the Refinery. 


Something further ought to be said 
about the co-operative refinery. 
It is one of the largest independ- 
ent refineries, with a daily ca- 
pacity of 17,500 barrels of crude 
oil, or 175 million gallons of re- 
fined fuels annually. Included in 
the purchase was a six-inch 229- 
mile pipe line from McPherson to 
Council Bluffs, Ia., which can de- 
liver 9000 barrels of gasoline a day.

- Every hour brings new reports 
to London of increased sabotage 
and violence. Even the Nazi-con- 
trolled Paris radio admits “this 
wave of sabotage is spreading all 
over France.” 

Still cringing before German in- 
sistence that French obligations to 
Berlin must be kept, puppet Pre- 
mier Pierre Laval appears from 
here to be in a precarious position, 
It would be no surprise if a sud- 
den decision results in Laval being 
displaced by the Germans, Nazi 
demands on him for French work- 
ers in German factories have in- 
creased and Laval's failure to un- 
cover some. 200,000 Frenchmen who 
are hiding out has further weak- 
ened his position. 

Underground members in France 
certainly will not be taken in by a 
German promise of amnesty if 
guns and ammunition and other 
hidden weapons are turned in be- 
fore*next Tuesday. The German 
edict warns that the death penalty 
awaits those found with weapons 
after that day. 

The fact that the French peas- 
ants are burning their crops is 
significant indication of their be- 
lief that Allied delivery will arrive 
before winter when need for those 
destroyed crops would be felt, 

French patriots also are report- 
ed intensively sabotaging thresh- 
ing machines and farm equipment 
to prevent Germans from getting 
the harvest. 

The undergrounds in Belgium 
and Holland have taken on during 
the past week the same boldness 
as that in France. Sabotage was 
never more active, resistance 
movement agents are reporting in 
London. ' 

Arson, unrest, sabotage — with 
these weapons the countries across 
the English Channel all help to 
prepare for the day of deliverance. 


DR. PUGH FLIES TO LONDON 
FROM ICELAND ON WAR TOUR 


LONDON, Aug: 21 (AP).—Dr. 
William Barrow Pugh, chairman 
of the General Protestant Commis- 
sion on United States Army and 
Navy Chaplains, arrived in Lon- 


day on a tour of Allied - fighting 
theaters. 

The plane carrying Dr. Pugh, 
who is completing at the request 
of President Roosevelt a mission 
begun by the late Bishop Aqna 
Wright Leonard, also brought a 
number of Axis prisoners. Bishop 
Leonard was killed in a plane 
crash in Iceland May 3. 

Dr. Pugh came via Iceland and 
Greenland, where, he said, the 
chaplains are carrying on cheer- 
fully despite difficult conditions. 
One in Iceland holds 14 services 
each Sunday, he said, and an- 
other in Greenland has an 800- 
mile circuit. 

He expects to go from England 
to North Africa, the Middle East, 
India, China and Central Africa 
and thence to headquarters of the 
South Atlantic fleet.

Interstate Problem. 


“The great bulk of the vast ex- 
penditures which have been made 
for flood control,” Clark said, 
“have been by the states or by 
local subdivisions of the states, 
counties, cities, townships or levee 
districts. 

“By reason of the essentially in- 
terstate and national character of 
the flood problem, such improve- 
ments have been piecemeal and in- 
complete in character, unco-ordi- 
nated and completely lacking con- 
tinuity. Moreover, the fact that 
when such local improvements are 
destroyed or impaired by flood, the 
local community which construct- 
ed them originally is likely to be 
so prostrated and impoverished by 
the disaster itself as to lack the 
means to repair the damage. 

“Not until the terrific floods of 
1927 was the principle that flood 
control on the main stem of the 
Mississippi is a national problem 
and a national responsibility es- 
tablished, and then only after a 
terrific fight and over a most viru- 
lent opposition. And still it was 
denied that floods on the tributary 
gtreams of the Mississippi or upon 
other great streams in the coun- 
try such as the Columbia, the 
Connecticut, the Merrimac and the 
Susquehanna, afford a national 
problem. 

“All efforts to have the subject 
dealt with in a comprehensive way 
were berated, ridiculed, abused 
and thwarted. Shouts of ‘pork bar- 
rel’ went up in the House and 
Senate and in the press and in 
magazines, at any- attempt to se- 
cure action to meet the situation. 
Only in very recent years have 
we secured national legislative rec- 
ognition of the national responsi- 
bility for flood on the tributaries 
as well as upon the main stem of 
the Mississippi. 


Partnership Job. 


“Any comprehensive plan for 

flood control and prevention must 
include provision for retaining as 
much as possible of the water on 
the land. The whole flood situa- 
tion should be a partnership be- 
tween the people on the headwa- 
ters and the tributaries, from 
whose land the waters must come 
to a large extent, and the people 
lower down whose lands are be- 
ing flooded. This partnership 
should be and can be mutually 
advantageous to both and of in- 
estimable advantage to the public 
welfare, — 
“Responsibility for an  over- 
1 plan for retaining as much 
as possible of the water on the 
land should be vested in the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. The de 
nuding of our forests, the putting 
of vast acres of land in cultivation, 
the absence of vegetation and 
certain wasteful practices of 
farming, which have been in effect 
in many portions of the country, 
have all contributed vastly to the 
flood situation. 

“Reforestation, erosion control, 
conservation farming practices, all 
will contribute immeasurably to 
the prevention of floods. Such 
practices would not only tremen- 
dously diminish the rapidity and 
volume of floods in the lower 
reaches of the streams, but would 
enormously increase the fertility 
and productiveness of the land 
where the water is retained. 

“Erosion, with loss of fertility 
and increase of flood hazard, can 
to a very miaterial extent be pre- 
vented by sound conservation prac- 
tices in farming and by far-sighted 
reforestation of lands not now 
suited to agricultural cultivation. 
This is not theory. It has been 
demonstrated by thousands of ex- 
periences and projects already 
conducted by the Department of 
Agriculture, 

Very Best Investment, 

“This program will cost a great 
deal of money. Its initial cost will 
amount to hundreds of millions of 
dollars. To my mind it would be 
the very best investment in a ma- 
terial sense that this country 
could possibly make. It will not 
only pay for itself dollar for dollar

Gen. Eugene M. Landrum, leader 
of the ferocious mad-dog hunt 
which annihilated the Japanese 
garrison of Attu; Maj. Gen. Clay- 
ton L. Bissell, commander of the 
Tenth United States Air Force in 
India, recently relieved and or- 
dered home for “a new assignment 
of great importance;” Lt. Gen. 
Walter Krueger, commander of the 
Sixth Army in Australia; and Lt. 
Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, com- 
mander of the Third Army, who 
enrolled as a private in the Regu- 
lar Army after being flunked out 
of West Point for deficiency in 
mathematics. 


From the Officers Reserve Corps 
ascended Gen. Chennault and Maj. 
Gen, Ira ©, Eaker, commander of 
the Eighth United States Air 
Force, based on England. Lt, Gen. 
John L, DeWitt, commander of 
Western Defense and the Fourth 
Army, was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, after two years at 
Princeton. Maj. Gen. Lewis H. 
Brereton, commander in the Mid- 
dle East, found no handicap in the 
fact that he was graduated from 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis 
instead of West Point. 


“I take them where I find them,” 
said Gen. Marshall to the writer 
during an interview in December, 
1940. He recalled that Gen. Per- 
shing was unable to develop com- 
petent troop leaders until World 
War I was almost over; and de- 
clared that his own policy as Chief 
of Staff would be to search out 
such leaders in peacetime and 
Place them in responsible com- 
mands, 


Boldest, Most Sensational Act. 


These remarks were by way of 
comment on the boldest and most 
sensational act of Gen. Marshall’s 
career. A few weeks earlier he 
had declared war on the Army’s 
time-worn caste system through the 
dramatic step of promoting Lt. 
Col. Terry Allen to be a Brigadier 
General, The announcement sent 
a thrill of horror through the top- 
most brackets of the service, More 
than one venerable officer‘: mut- 
tered “shame and disgrace.” It 
was not merely that such a jump 
in rank had not occurred since 
World War I. Col. Allen, the 
Army’s “bad boy,” was famous at 
every post as a champion rioter 
and rebel. 


Severely wounded during the St. 
Mihiel offensive, he had been cited 
by Gen. Pershing for distinguished 
gallantry and decorated with ‘the 
Silver Star, but the files of the 
Judge Advocate General contained 
a voluminous dossier of his infrac- 
tions of rules and of punishments 
suffered in consequence, including 
one court-martial. On the very day 
of promotion he was undergoing 
disciplinary procedure at Fort 
Bliss. There was a touch of fellow 
feeling in one of the messages he 
received, It was scrawled in lead 
pencil on coarse paper, and read: 
“Us guys in the guardhouse want 
to congratulate you, too.” Allen 
himself was so astounded that in 


wired: “Stop kidding.” 
Allen Picked as Far Back as ’31. 


As far back as 1931, when assist- 
ant commandant of the Infantry 


a Lieutenant Colonel, had recom- 
mended the promotion of Maj. Al- 
len to divisional command. Con- 
science impelled him to add that 
the candidate was “untidy and dis- 
orderly.” The advancement was 
disapproved. 


Nine years later, with the ap- 
pointive function in his hands and 
the elephantine memory*at work, 
Marshall hastened to repair the 
injustice. FPeneath a scapegrace 
exterior he had sensed in Allen 
a stout fighting heart and excep- 
tional capacity for inspiring devo- 
tion in his men. 


The single star on the shoulder 
of Brig. Gen. Terry Allen glowered 
as a sinister portent for the Army’s 
vested hierarchy, but blazed as a 
symbol of hope for younger of- 
ficers and those of his own gen- 
eration. It proclaimed that senior- 
ity was dead, and that careers 
would at last be open to talent and 
progressive ideas. How Maj. Gen. 
Allen justified Gen. Marshall’s con- 
fidence has been written on the 
battlefields of Tunisia and Sicily 
by the Fighting First, proudest and 
most storied of American divisions, 
Audacious Choice of Eisenhower. 


Nearly as audacious was Gen. 
Marshall's procedure with regard 
to Dwight D, Eisenhower, a gradu- 
ate of West Point with the perma- 
nent rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 
who in two years was swept up- 
ward through the grades to the 
quadruple stars of a full General, 
with the title of commander in 
chief in North Africa. Eisenhow- 
er’s service in the first World War 
was that of instructor at training 
camps and commander of tank 
units, all within the United States. 
Up to Nov. 8, 1942, he had never 
led sO much as a platoon under 
fire. 


Gen. Marshall jumped him over 


hundreds of senior heads on the 
preceding June 25 by designating 
him as commanding general in 
the European theater, with head- 
quarters in London. He was in 
command of the Anierican forces 
which landed in Northwest Africa. 
Marshall had pushed his protege 
thus far, and now Prime Minister 
Churchill was said to have taken 
a hand. 

For political reasons, Churchill 
wished the French to suppose that 
President Roosevelt was the au- 
thor of the expedition, and insisted 
that an American should be placed 
at its head. Thus WBisenhower, 
whom the Prime Minister had met 
and admired, was named com- 
mander in chief of the African- 
Mediterranéan theater. As if in 
a fairy tale, the recent Lieutenant 
Colonel found under his orders such 
stars of the British Empire as Gen, 
Sir Harold R. L. G. Alexander, 
Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur 
W. Tedder, Admiral Sir Andrew B. 
Cunningham and Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery, commander of the 
legendary Eighth Army. 

No Question About E ower. 

The invasion of Northwest Af- 
rica was so unexpectedly success- 
ful, in speed and small cost of 
lives, that there was no question as 
to who would lead the conquest 
of Sicily. Eisenhower met no op- 
position when he pushed his au- 
thority ashore in Asia Minor and 
summoned air reinforcements 
from Gen. Brereton’s Middle East 
command, <As this was written, 
there was no doubt that Gen. 
Eisenhower would e in ‘chief 
command when Allie rmies for 
the first time set foot on the Med- 
iterranean mainland of Axis terri- 
tory. 

The Army inherited numbers of 
Lieutenant Colonels from the first 
World War. Many others, like 
Eisenhower, had attended the 
principal service schools, acted as 
regimental officers at various 
posts and served tours on the Gen- 
eral Staff in Washington. It was 
Gen. Marshall who discerned in

JACK COCHRAN—A Man of Courage

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21. 


ROM his room on the twelfth 
F “deck” of the imposing new 

Naval Hospital at Bethesda, 
Md., Jack Cochran turned his wist- 
ful light blue eyes toward the na- 
tion’s Capitol many miles away. 
“T’'ll be back there on the job when 
Congress reconvenes Sept- 14 if I 
have to be there in a wheelchair,” 
he said, 


He was in a wheelchair as he 
spoke. He propelled himself to a 
closet of the room and opened the 
door. A pair of artificial legs 
stood inside, glistening with new- 
ness, clad at the feet in neat white 
socks and new black oxfords. 


“You see,” he said to his visi- 
tor, “they’re mechanically perfect. 
There’s a le¥er at the knee that 
locks when you want to stand still 
for awhile. And you've got to 
learn to step out on your heels 
and then balance forward. Other- 
fise you fall over. 

“I’m learning to balance myself 
now on a sort of hand-rail con- 
traption. You have to do that be- 
fore you can really use the legs. 
That’s the important thing. Bal- 
ance,” 

The important thing to Cochran’s 
visitor, the significant and remark- 
able thing, was something else. 
It was Cochran’s mental and 
psychological and spiritual balance 
in the face of his newest adversity. 
It was his indomitable courage, ex- 
emplified anew in this latest of 
tests. 

There was no trace of self-con- 
sciousness, of self-sympathy in him. 
On the contrary he was cheery, 
chipper and he seemed almost 
apologetic because he could not 
open the door of his room for his 
guest when the time for departure 
came, Because, as Congressman 
John J. Cochran of St. Louis and 
as “Jack” Cochran the man, he 
has been doing things for other 
people all of his life. 

Cochran himself departed from 
the hospital the next day. He was 
as elated as a small boy in leav- 
ing. He had had a long siege of it 
there, starting a year ago when he 
entered the hospital for an abdo- 
minal operation, which was suc- 
cessful. It was soon found, how- 
ever, that an old circulatory con- 
dition in the legs had become 
worse. Gangrene developed, and in 
January his left leg was amputated 
above the knee. 

Recovering, he returned to his 
duties in the Congress, but the 
circulatory disorder became severe 
in his right leg, and it was am- 
putated in June. 

When he went “home” to the 
Shoreham Hotel in Washington 
last week Jack Cochran set about 
learning to walk. He’s making 
good progress and hopes to be 
able to walk to his seat when Con- 
gress reconvenes. But you can 
take him at his word that if he 
isn’t able to walk by that time 
he’ll be there in a wheelchair, 

When he goes back to resume his 
eighteenth year on Capitol Hill, he 
will, doubtless, listen to more ora- 
tory by well-meaning or demagogic 
legislators on the “great American 
people. The countraay of our 
forefathers and the little peepul 
whom we are privileged to serve.” 
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OCHRAN is not given to such 

pompous exhortations. He be- 

gan “hustling” for the little 
people when he first viewed the 
Potomac back in 1913. He’s been 
hustling ever since, and, with the 
possible exception of the President, 
he’s still the hustlingest guy in the 
nation’s capital. 

And while we're overworking 
the word “hustle,” it might be 
noted that Cochran first began 
hustling as a copy boy for the 
Post-Dispatch. Born in Webster 
Groves, his parents moved to 8t. 
Louis when he was a few weeks 
old. He attended the Duvall School 
on Gamble street, leaving at an 
early age to take the job on the 
Post-Dispatch. 

He was called “Joe” by his fel- 
low workers because there were s0 
many other Jacks on the paper. 

n, showing an alert mind and 
adaptability, he was entrusted with 
sports writing. He drifted to the 
old Star-Sayings and the Chronicle, 
still writing sporting events. 

He went to work for George 
Munson, one of the first St, Louis 
advertising and public relations 
men, who handled publicity and 
promotion for the old St. Louis 
Fair Association, the Veiled 
Prophet’s Ball and similar civic un- 
dertakings. Jack worked hard, got 
around, met many people. Some 
of them led him into politics. 

Politicians liked this bright 
young man with the passion for 
“doing things” for people. He 
worked asa clerk in the Board of 
Election Commissioners, then for 
three years served as a Street De- 
partment employe. One of his 
political idols was William L. Igoe. 
When Igoe was elected a Congress- 
man he took Jack to Washington 
as his secretary, and life began 
anew for the onetime copy boy. 

The two made a perfect team. 
“Bill” Igoe discovered that the 
Government printed all sorts of 
booklets on consumer information, 
and he and Cochran decided to try 
an unprecedented sunt. They 
sent letters to every constituent in 
Igoe’s district, informing them that 
such ‘booklets were available and 
asking if they wanted one sent— 
free. : 

The response was startling. Igoe

and Cochran worked day and 
night, often past midnight, sending 
30,000 Government pamphlets to St. 
Louisans. Some of the requests 
they received were amusing, like 
the letter from an indignant man 
who suspected his wife was giving 
him oleomargarine instead of but- 
ter, and who demanded a bona fide 
test to detect the hoax. 

Igoe became a “personal service” 
Congressman, building up a tre- 
mendous personal correspondence 
with the voters. Cochran learned 
the lesson well,.and if you don’t 
believe it, just try writing him a 
letter. 

For 14 years Cochran was secre- 
tary to Igoe and to Congressman 
Harry B. Hawes. During the World 
War he served as secretary to the 
late Senator William J, Stone of 
Missouri, and also secretary of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Senate, of which Stone was 
chairman. Before he was elected 
to his first term in the House of 
Representatives, in 1926, he knew

A staunch Democrat, Cochran 
has often been aided by Republi- 
can colleagues in blocking merit- 
less claims against the Govern- 
ment, When the Indian claims 
bills were raiding the Treasury 
with the help of powerful lobbyists 
and Congressmen-lawyers, for in- 
stance, Cochran was in the fore- 
front of the fight to unveil the un- 
just claims. Demands amount to 
almost three billion dollars before 
the Court of Claims today. 


When Cochran was absent from 
the House because of illness sev- 
eral years ago, Indian,claim bills 
were adopted that relieved the 
Treasury of 11 million dollars. 
When he came back the volume 
of such bills passed dropped pre- 
cipitately. Before tommyhawking 
the bills he ig careful to arm him- 
self with reports from the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the General 
Accounting Office. 


Sometimes the floor debates be- 
come acrimonious, Cochran can 
take it and dish it out, and he 
does so with a minimum of ora- 
torial lacework. He relies on the 
facts, and he always has the facts. 
When fellow members leave the 
floor after trading verbal pynches 
with Jack they occasionaiiy are 
highly miffed. Jack, a canny judge 
of human nature, will run into 
them in the lobby a moment later 
and kid them good-naturedly. And 
they remain his friends, 
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result ig that Cochran for 
years has been regarded as one 
of the most valuable men in 
the Congress. His cloge friend, 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, often calls 
on, him to aid in putting over ad- 
ministration measures, to untangle 
parliamentary snarls. As present 
chairman of the Committee on Ac- 
counts, Cochran is-in a strategic 
position to watch expenditures, and 
he does so zealously. And while 
his official duties are manifold, 
he finds time to maintain his vast 
personal: corespondence with his 
constitutents. 

As he expressed it, he learned 
soon after coming to Washington 
that “it was just as important to 
get a certain document for some- 
body back home as for some Euro- 
pean diplomat.” Then he added,

Cochran’s vote 
grew larger. 


If the “small” people are losing 
faith in Congress, it is that body’s 
own fault, Cochran believes. He 
has seen the House change from 
an austere, dignified group to one 
torn by conflicting pressures, led 
at times by individuals more in- 
tent on wrecking the administra- 
tion than in serving the “peepul” 
to whom they give so much lip 
service. 

“In times like these,” says Coch- 

ran, “I believe we ought to show 
faith in the ability and honesty of 
the men who are doing the job, 
from the President on down. I 
don’t think the Congress should 
take issue with the military con- 
duct of the war. And I don’t be- 
lieve in all these diverse congres- 
sional investigations. Army and 
Navy officials have to spend half 
their time on the Hill. We should 
have a limited number of joint 
House-Senate investigations. We 
gain nothing by continuously brow- 
beating Government officials.” He

of the people because it has gone 
too far, he feels. It has hit too 
wildly, with too much animosity, 
at the Government. Newspaper 
accounts made much of the “reck- 
oning” that would face the indil- 
vidual legislators when they went 
home to the grass roots during 
the present recess, but Cochran 
realistically brushed this aside. 


“To say that a Congressman can 
go back and absorb the true senti- 
ment of his district is absurd,” 
he said. “It just isn’t done. They 
can’t see everyone, and those they 
do see often give them a distorted 
picture. Often their only contact 
is with their political leaders.” 


In spite of the rantings of cer- 
tain Congressmen and the congres- 
sional attacks on New Deal legis- 
lation, Cochran believes that much 
progress has been made. He 
points to the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission as a notable 
contribution to the nation’s wel- 
fare, for example. 


Cochran favored such an agency 
many years ago, perhaps as far 
back as 1912 when he read “Other 
People’s Money” by the late Jus- 
tice Louis D. Brandeis. The book 
made an enormous impression on 
him. 


@ “It told what the great finan- 


ciers were doing with stockhold- 
ers’ money,” he recalled. “How 
they were buying and selling their 
own securities. If that book had 
been read and appreciated by Con- 
gress then, and the SEC had been 
created, you never would have had 
the tremendous watering of stock 
that led to the devastating 1929 
crash, with the consequent loss of 
the life savings of many persons.” 
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ND if Social Security had been 
Ave up by the Government 30 

years ago, the WPA, PWA and 
similar relief agencies would never 
have been necessary, he added. 


Neverthless, the country is go- 
ing ahead, and in the right diree- 
tion. Business at last has ac- 
cepted, or ig learning to accept, 
the premise that labor is entitled 
to its share of the profits, he says. 
Not many years ago Big Business 
went too far in trying to keep 
labor in check, and in the inevi- 
table reaction labor grew strong. 
Labor made great gains and is 
entitled to keep those gains, he 
believes, but it should not repeat 
the mistakes of SBusiness. [It 
should not seek to go too far. 


For the people of St. Louis, 
Cochran always has a special word 
to say: “They've treated me 
mighty swell. I've tried to do 
everything I could for them. Some- 
times I’ve had to say ‘no’, but 
when I did, I etplained why. And 
in such cases they've taken it all 
right.” 

That his home town appreciates 
him is demonstrated by the fact 
that it has kept him In office, and 
by large margins when his right 
to the office is contested. Another 
illustration of his popularity was 
given a few days ago when he 
observed his sixty-third birthday. 
Thousands of congratulatory mes- 
sages were received, and Cochran 
was kept busy at the hospital die- 
tating replies to his industrious 
and able secretary, Frank Kar 
sten, 

In his early days in St. Louis, 
Cochran went to night law school 
and was admitted to the bar. But 
he has never practiced. 


“Tt seems to me,” he says in 
explanation, “that there are so 
many lawyers trying to make a 
living that we who are lucky 
enough to have other jobs should 
stick to those jobs.” 

In that simple statement is the 
essence of Jack Cochran's guiding

A crime is quick” was the 
otto of Max Shinburn, 
whose wealthy parents were edu- 
cating him expensively for a ca- 
reer as an artist, lawyer or sur- 
geon. He was 18 years\old and it 
was high time to make his choice 
that he might specialize from then 
on. Young Max had already 
chosen. He wanted his millions 
while he was young, when wine, 
women and song are most enjoy- 
able. The idea was as old as 
crime itself but his method was 
brand-new. 

So he chose the “quick profes- 
sion” and became the outstanding 
bank robber in all American his- 
tory of crime. He had a brilliant 
mind but probably not as brilliant 
as that of his contemporary, Adam 
Worth. His astounding success 
was built more on character, bad 
character, but the foresighted per- 
sistent kind, ideal for a criminal 
career. 

Most boys learn crime by doing 
it, first as “punks” on the fringes 
of gangdom, muddling their way 
up to leadership if they have abil- 
ity and the luck not to be caught 
too often.

giars. A long war began between 
safe makers and safe breakers. 
Just when Max Shinburn had 
about achieved his million-dollar 
ambition, the Lilly Co. went out 
of business. The general ruin 
and suffering caused by his rob- 
beries brought Shinburn no twinges 


of conscience, although he sincere- 


ly regretted the folding up of the 
Lilly Co, because other concerns 
took its place with different and 
more modern designs. The great 
specialist’s knowledge was becom- 
ing obsolete.

HE safemakers had their lab- 
Tcratories and inventive ingenu- 

ity, too. They pitted American 
inventiveness against this elusive 
German genius, finally producing 
walls of steel that could not be 
penetrated by any known drill in 
a night, sufficiently for a burglar 
to get his hand in, 

“Let’s see that devil invent some- 
thing to beat that,” they said con- 
fidently. 

Max couldn’t, or at least did not 
invent better drills, but he devised 
instead a brand-new method, in- 
troducing nitroglycerine into the 
safe and blowing the door out. 
Once more he had made history 


and the safe manufacturers were, 


as stunned as if they had been 
present at that first explosion. The 
man must be “the devil himself.” 


The “devil” thought it about 
time to relax, enjoy high life in 
general and be a. “devil with the 
women,” at which he also special- 
ized. High in spiritseand almost 
a millionaire, Shinburn went to 
Saratoga Springs for the social 
and racing season. 


While he was thus playing, Al- 
lan Pinkerton was on the trail of 
some negotiable bonds taken in 
the Walpole bank robbery. The 
trail led him to Saratoga. Shin- 
burn was host one night to a sup- 
per party of 20 when he saw four 
men in formal dress enter the 
restaurant, and stroll toward his 
table. 

The four were Pinkerton men, 
were so faultless in dress and man- 
ner that not a soul in that throng 
suspected they were anything but 
four more wealthy revelers come 
to enjoy themselves. That is, not 
a soul except Max. 


Suspecting disaster, but without 
pausing in his conversation with a 
fair companion, Max dropped his 
napkin to the floor. Stooping as 
if to pick it up, he deftly drew his 
revolver and was just about to 
straighten up with the gun half 
hidden in the napkin folds when 
the quiet voice of a fifth man just 
behind him said: 

“No, Shinburn, don’t do that. If 
there is any shooting, you'll be 
hurt first.” 

Shinburn glanced up, recognized 
Pinkerton, and saw that the warn- 
ing made sense. He rose with a 
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wry smile, asked his guests to for- 
give his departure, and left with 
Pinkerton and his men, He was 
tried for the Walpole robbery, 
found guilty, and sentenced to 10 
years in New Hampshire State 
Prison.

He fired his revolver 
in warning, then dashed after 
Shinburn.

But Shinburn had dropped to 
the ground in a dark patch in the 
guard’s path. The guard tripped 
over him and fell. The revolver 
went spinning out of his hand. 
Shinburn seized it. When the sec- 
ond guard ran up, Shinburn 
turned and blazed away at him. 

Up to then the police and we of 
Pinkerton’s Agency were of di- 
vided minds as to whether Shin- 
burn was a killer. He was, as I 
have pointed out, ordinarily on 
the gallant side, toward men as 
well as women. But there were 
signs that if cornered he would 
turn ugly. Now, with two guards 
closing in on him and a revolver 
in his hand he went for blood. 
Fortunately his bullets missed.

A week after the’escape, and 
dressed in ordinary clothes, Shin- 
burn entered a railroad coach,

All the passen- 
gers were strangers and none 
seemed interested in him, so he 
took a seat. But there was one 
man whose face was hidden by his 
newspaper. | 

After a while Shinburn gazed 
out of the window, until a voice 
called, “tickets, please.” The man 
put his paper down and sur- 
rendered his ticket. While he did 
so Shinburn sized him up cor- 
rectly as a stranger and private 
citizen having no connection with 
law enforcement. After the con- 
ductor passed out of the car the 
man looked at the stub of his 
ticket, arose and with a slightly 
anxious look hurried after him. 
Some minutes later he returned 
and resumed his reading. 


In none of this did he pay any 
attention to Shinburn but never- 
theless the fugitive decided to get 
off at the next station—and did 
so—only to walk into the welcom- 
ing arms of a sheriff and two 
Pinkertons. Max had made a par- 
donable slip. The man was just‘as 
he had thought, a private citizen, 
but he happened to have been 
present at Shinburn’s trial and re- 
membered his face. It had been 
the convict’s bad luck to be gas 
ing out the window when the man 
first glanced up from his paper 
and therefore he failed to note 
the start of recognition, as other- 
wise doubtless he would have done.

And on the thirtieth day of his 
eighth month in prison—the exact 
day he had promised himself free- 
dom—he removed the cut prison 
bars, risked his neck on a forty 
foot drop to the stone pavement 
outside, and was free again. 


But by then Pinkerton had ac- 
quired a sense of what might be 
called Shinburn’s mental mechan- 
ism, complex and unpredictable 
though it was. When the burglar 
again escaped prison, Pinkerton 
again personally took up the hunt 
for him. 

A few weeks after Shinburn’s 
escape the safe in the office of the 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Com- 
pany at Witehaven, Pa, was 
robbed. Pinkerton read Shinburn’s 
handiwork in it. 


With his increasing understand- 
ing of Shinburn’s mode of be- 
havior, Pinkerton made a shrewd 
shortcut and caught up with the 
burglar. As always, he got his 
hands on him before Shinburn 
could make « fight far it. 


This neat “collaring” was part 
luck and part shrewd deduction. 
On his way to the scene, it struck 
Pinkerton that if he were in Shin- 
burn’s shoes he would hide for a 
day at a certain high class board- 
ing house where the elegant man- 
ner and-clothing of the man would 
make him welcome and inconspic- 
uous. And there he was, together 
with a small portion of the loot.

IT IS AMAZING what can be 
done with the use of a little in- 
genuity and study. Recently I 
attended such a dinner, given for 
eight, And the dinner went Turk- 
ish. 

It was a helpless dinner, in that 
there was no cook upon whom.-to 
shift the burden. But there was 
also an interesting French thought 
—since the main dish, based on 
Turkish cooking, was put together 
in what the French call a “char- 
treuse,” that is, a dish in which 
there really was meat, but the 
“meat was hidden away, to be found 
on closer exploration.

For enough for eight people, 

. there were two pounds of veal | 
and a half-inch thick slice of 
smoked ham, First, the veal is 
cut into bits the size of small 
walnuts and browned in a little 
fat. In the meantime, the ham 
is chopped into small cubes and 
added to the veal for just a min- 
ute or two. Then this meat mix- 
ture goes into a pot, covered 

. with broth (use a bouillon cube 
if there is no broth) and, sea- 
soned with pepper and salt, the 
meat simmers until tender— 
about an hour or so.

" NOW, THE SPECIAL SAUCE is 
-made ready for use later on: In a 
‘little sauce pan, melt four table- 
“spoonsful of butter and add two 
‘tablespoonsful of sugar, half a 
-teaspoonful of ground cinnamon,

‘two cupfuls of canned tomatoes, 
Season with salt to taste.

Plant Onions Now 
For Spring Picking 


about as scarce as oases in 
North Africa and signs point to 

their continuing scarcity. No other 
persuasion should be needed to put 
onions on our planting schedule 
now. “Winter-top” is the variety 
waiting for us in the seed stores, 
with the promise of early spring 
picking of tender green onions. 

This variety is interestingly dif- 
ferent from the onion seeds, plants 
or sets that we plant in the spring. 
You know how some onions send 
up a heavy stalk that ends in a 
flower cluster, producing the seed. 
Not this “Winter-top” style; it 
sends up a stem that develops a 
cluster of bulblets. ‘Top sets” they 
are called and that’s what we are 
going to plant now. . 

Choose the onion site at one 
side of the garden. You don’t have 
to consider row direction for sun- 
light and shading. East to west, 
north to south, makes no difference 
now. Good drainage is the one 
“must” to keep in mind. | 

Seasoned backyard campaigners 
need no directions for preparing 
the soil or measuring off straight 
rows. The spacing tactics for the 
onion sets are eight to 12 inches be- 
tween rows, one-inch deep furrows 
and each bulblet four inches from 
its neighbor in the row.

The bright green shoots will soon 
be recalling Spring’s first crops 
and the promise of next Spring's 
first eating. Autumn rain and 
Indian summer sun wil] set the 
“winter-tops” off to a, good start. 
When wintry weather comes, 
growth will be retarded. But 
through the cold months you will 
be able to pluck a bit of the greens 
occasionnally to add zest to a salad 
or flavor to a stew, ~ 

If onion scarcity puts a crimp 
in your cookery as it does in mine, 
you, too, will want to make a pile 
of autumn leaves and have it ready 
for mulching ‘the onions rows as 
soon as winter sets in. Then’s the 
time to pile the leaves up on both 
sides and between the rows. Heavy 
frosts won’t reach down under, to 
stop the growth of these hardy 
onions if our winter is mild. You 
might then be serving fresh onions 
as the sensation of your Christmas 
dinner. 

The commercial truck gardeners, 
sometimes use these “winter-tops” 
for cold-frame planting. I am go- 
ing to try it also this year. Chives, 
parsley and lettuce will take over 
most of the space in the new cold 
frames we have just completed on 
the southeast side of the house, 
The old frames, that kept us in 
salad until almost Christmas-time 
last year, will soon be planted with 
the “winter-tops.”

Cold-frame growing, under glass 
sash tops, produces amazingly 
large and quick yield from very 
small space. A few heavy planks 
make the frame, set down into the 
ground and standing eight to 10 
inches above soil level, Ashes 
worked into the soil at the bottom

rieties are tops for compact head- 
ing and resistance to tip-burn. 
That is important in our locality 
where even Indian summer brings 
some pretty scorching days. Im- 
perial 847 tends to develop the 
biggest heads, 44 is a bit smaller 
but some say a little hardier, and 
55 is excellent but the seed is some- 
what scarce on the market now.

Peas are not on our official Mis- 
souri Planting Calendar for a fall 
crop but the veterans almost al- 
ways include them in their late 
planting campaigns. For a quick 
start, you might try soaking the 
peas in water during the day, then 
planting them in the late after- 
noon. Make the seed furrow three 
or four inches deep, space the peas 
three or four inches apart and 
cover them with about one and 
one-half inches of soil. Firm the 
seed bed, leaving the extra soll to 
the side to be filled into the trench 
as the peas grow up. It’s almost 
magic the way a double layer of 
newspaper, spread over the seed 
rows, stimulates a fast and even 
germination all along the rows. Be 
sure to remove the paper as the 
seedlings come through the soil. 
You can expect them to show 
through in three days’ time. 

These brisk mornings and eve- 
nings put the zip back into gar- 
dening. And luckily, we have had 
just enough rain to put the soil in 
good condition for seed germina- 
tion and workableness, It looks 
like we have the weather on our 
side now also, I’m predicting a 
big victory in our late food-grow- 
ing campaigns on the home front.

The screen 
with no barriers of race, language or 
creed, is a powerful medium for mak- 
ing the peoples of one country better 
acquainted with their neighbors, their 
ways of life, what they think, their 
problems and ambitions, their customs 
and traditions. There is no limit to 
the subjects the screen can deal with, 
THINKS THE MOVIES HAVE social, education, economic, scientific, 

A MISSION. historical, the arts, to mention a few, 
and human relationships in general, 

Since the beginning of the war, we have seen in operation 
the significant part the screen can play in explaining ourselves 
to foreign peoples, and in turn present to the American people 
the viewpoints of other nationalities. The motion picture has 
immeasurably improved our relations with South American coun- 
tries, and is performing an invaluable service for the g00d-neigh- 
bor policy by clearing up popular Risconceptions. The screen, 


too, has brought about a better understanding between us and 
our Allies. 


“Mrs. Miniver,” for example, was the everyday story of an 
average British family in wartime. It had a tremendous influence 
on American thinking, because it showed that the strength of the 
British was in the courage and determination of its “common 
people. This brought the realization that a British family is not 
fundamentally different from an American family. Made in Hol- 
lywood, the picture was international in its appeal, and spoke for 
all peoples who believe in, and are fighting for freedom. It is 
noteworthy, I think, that “Mrs. Miniver” ran for many weeks in 
Stockholm, Sweden, and Zurich, Switzerland, playing to packed 
houses, :

I WAS IMPRESSED by the warm reception “Desert Victory” 
received in Russia. For years, the German propaganda machine 
insisted that the English would not fight, but were willing to let 
their Allies die for them. That British film proved that the 
British can fight, fight brilliantly, and die bravely. A picture like 
“Dragon Seed” will perform a service in depicting the Chinese 
character and the rebirth of China as a modern nation. These 
are only a few examples that come to mind of pictures that have 
and will bring us closer to our Allies, and unite us in stronger 
common ties that will continue after the war. 


If the motion picture can help win the war, which I feel that 
it is doing, it can be a major factor in maintaining the peace 
when it is won. First, by entertainment in building morale and 
easing tension and frayed nerves, 


In the days before the war, Hollywood pictures were not only 
America’s entertainment, but the world’s, and as such were frequently 
required to take a broader view than if they had been marketed only 
in this country, Their only object was to entertain and that they did. 

Propaganda, as such, has no place on the screen. A picture 
can convey ideas, it can teach and instruct, but it can accomplish 
this most successfully through entertainment. The Directors’ 
Guild (I am a board member) has discussed this thoroughly, and 
given careful consideration to the types of pictures that can best 
assist in the readjustment of the postwar world. Every thought- 
ful and conscientious director agrees that the most worthy and 
constructive pictures when the war is won will treat with common, 
everyday people, who have contributed to the betterment of the 
world. Every nation has produced such unselfish men and 

women.

I HAVE SPACE FOR ONLY ONE MORE THOUGHT. The 
subject of the motion picture’s part in the postwar world read- 
justment is a tremendous one. I am convinced that the world can 
best learn while it is being entertained. But many exciting new 
uses for the motion picture are being developed in the field of 
education. I will mention only one, illiteracy. 

My wife, Doris, has stimulated my imagination with her en- 
thusiasm for the work she is doing for the Co-Ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs. Motion pictures are now being made in all 
languages to teach illiterates how to read and write. Ignorance 
is, and has been, the greatest single barrier to better understand- 
ing between peoples and to progress. Millions of men and 
women will learn to read and write through motion pictures. 
When ignorance is banished by knowledge, and there is a freer 
exchange of ideas between nations, there will be less and less 
chance of wars. Here the motion picture can perform a service 
to the postwar world of immeasurable good.

F Red Cross opened a branch office in St. Louis County, 
in July, 1940, Mrs. Joseph L. Werner joined the Motor 
Corps, one of the organization's volunteer services.

is being fought in a number of states. Affected are Dallas, Houston and Fort 
Worth in Texas, parts of Kansas, Arkansas and Southern California, Musko- 
ee and Oklahoma City in Oklahoma, Southwest Missouri and South Chicago, 
llinois. The greatest sufferer to date has been Fort Worth. With at least 18 
deaths and almost 200 known cases of other victims there’ at last report, the 
disease reached epidemic proportion at Fort Worth by June 15 after an alarm 
period in May when five cases were reported. About 70 per cent of the vic- 
tims are under 21, and a majority of them are children. Since June 15 civic 
and military and naval authorities there have bent their energies and re- 
sources to controlling the disease. Little is known of the causes of infantile 
paralysis, or poliomyelitis. It is known that it usually occurs in the late sum- 
mer and fall months and hits hardest and most often at children. Also, it is 
thought highly probable that unsanitary conditions —* community may 
breed the disease and pass it on. After a report to the Governor of Texas by 
a special investigating committee of five State sanitary engineers on unsani- 
tary conditions in Fort Worth, a clean-up campaign was inaugurated.

HROUGH use of assembly-line methods packages of 
comfort for American and other United Nations cap 
tives held in German and Italian prison camps are be- 

ing started on their way, at the rate of about 8000 a day, at 
the new Red Cross Prisoners of War Food Packing Center, 
3501 South Broadway. Special packaging machinery is 
employed, and Red Cross volunteers, working in two shifts, 
pack the boxes with 13 items of food, with soap and cigar- 
ettes, as the containers pass them on conveyors.: Machine 
closes and seals the packages and fastens the cartons, eac 
containing four packages, in which the supplies are 
shipped. About 800 women work as volunteers at the cen- 
ter, each putting in one two-hour shift a week. The food in 
the packages is provided by the Government, the Red Cross 
furnishes the soap and cigarettes. Agents of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross supervise the distribution to prisoners. A 
ckage for a war prisoner weighs 11 pounds, and contains:
